Apres le Deluge: 

Brown Wins Big, 
Hallinan Defeats Fazio

he worst downpour and windstorm in years 
didn’t stop San Francisco voters from getting 
to the polls Tuesday, December 12. 

By an impressive 57% to 43% margin, for¬ 
mer state Assembly Speaker Willie Brown became the 
first African-American mayor of San Francisco, 
soundly beating incumbent Mayor Frank Jordan. 

Brown, a veteran of over 30 years in the state As¬ 
sembly, put together a coalition of every ethnic group 
in the city, receiving a large vote from the influential 
gay and lesbian community - including former sup¬ 
porters of lesbian mayoral candidate Roberta Achten- 
berg - and the official backing of the Democratic Party 
in a heavily Democratic city to easily defeat the former 
San Francisco police chief. Jordan ousted Mayor Art 
Agnos in a closely fought contest four years ago. 

In the only other city race. Supervisor Terence Hal¬ 
linan, long a leader in Democratic Party politics and 
the bearer of a respected family name, defeated for¬ 


mer Assistant District Attorney Bill Fazio to become 
the city’s next DA. Hallinan, who had the endorse¬ 
ment of current District Attorney Arlo Smith, won by 
a 52% to 48% majority. 

Both Mayor-Elect Brown and District Attorney- 
Elect Hallinan will take office Monday, January 8. 

Other voters, other races 

Voters in the Peninsula’s 15th Congressional Dis¬ 
trict elected state Senator Tom Campbell, a pro-gay, 
pro-abortion Republican, over Democrat Jerry Es- 
truth, a former San Jose councilmember, in a special 
election to fill Norm Mineta’s seat. Campbell’s victo¬ 
ry margin was 23 percentage points, 59%-36%. 

In the nation’s only other congressional election. 
Democrat Jesse Jackson Jr., 30, son of the famed civil 
rights leader, easily won Mel Reynolds’s seat over Re¬ 
publican opponent Thomas Somer in a special con¬ 
gressional election. Reynolds was forced to resign 
after he was convicted of having sex with a teenage fe¬ 
male campaign worker. ▼

Sergeant Mike 
Moran of the Medford police de¬ 
partment said nearly 175 tips re¬ 
ceived by the department led to 
the arrest of the suspect, who re¬ 
cently moved to Oregon from Tu-

lare County, California. 

An autopsy revealed that Ab¬ 
dill and Ellis died on Monday, 
December 4, although they were 
not located until Thursday. They 
had been bound, gagged, and shot 
at near point-blank range. 

Visalia, California Police 
Sergeant Jim German told the 
B.A.R. that Acremant was also 
questioned two months ago about 
the disappearance of 23-year-old 
Visalia resident Scott George, 
who was last seen alive eating 
dinner at a restaurant with Acre¬ 
mant. German said Acremant 
lived in that town as a child and 
that his grandparents are still res¬ 
idents, but had no other informa-

1996 Pride Theme Chosen

E quality and Justice For All” has been chosen 
over the pro-affirmative action slogan “Catch 
the Beat/No Retreat” as the theme of the 1996 
annual San Francisco Lesbian and Gay Free¬ 
dom Day Parade and celebration. 

The theme was chosen at the Sunday, December 
10 general membership meeting of the San Francisco 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and Transgender Pride Com¬ 
mittee, which manages the annual sexual minority 
freedom day parade and celebration festivities that 
draw more than half a million participants and ob¬ 
servers each year. 

Also under consideration as a possible theme was 
“Out and Equal on The Job,” which was proposed by 
longtime labor activist Vince Quackehbush on behalf 
of the Lesbian and Gay Labor Alliance. 

The winning 'theme was contributed by James 
Reid, better known around town as the Christmas 
Fairy. 

The committee is now soliciting logo designs for 
the theme, with cash prizes or some sort of remunera¬ 
tion offered for this year’s logo design. 

The group also seeks an executive director to han¬ 


dle day-to-day operations, plus community volunteers 
to participate in the event, said Debra Oakley-Melvin, 
the president of the group’s board of directors. 

Activist Tommi Avicolli-Mecca, who pushed for 
“Catch the Beat/No Retreat,” expressed disappoint¬ 
ment over the choice of the theme chosen by the gen¬ 
eral membership, but said the process was fair. 

“Yeah, I think it’s lame,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “This is 1996 and it doesn’t inspire me. 

“I just don’t think it’s a great rallying cry to draw 
half a million people.” 

Avicolli said that the “Equality and Justice For 
All” theme was “something aimed toward liberals,” 
and his preferred theme was an attempt to build affir¬ 
mative action coalitions among a variety of interest 
groups, and would have been a valuable political or¬ 
ganizing tool. 

“BuUhat’s what I’m about. I’m just a political an¬ 
imal and I’ve never lied about that. I’ve always been 
out front that I have a political agenda,” he said. ▼

Gay Youth Join 
Amnesty Int’l Protest

Last Sunday, December 10 a 
large number of gay and lesbian 
youth marched with approximate¬ 
ly 100 members of Amnesty Inter¬ 
national USA through the streets 
of San Francisco to protest inter¬ 
national human rights offenses in 
Nigeria, Colombia, Israel, Brazil, 
Indonesia, the Philippines, 
Nicaragua, Peru, and Argentina. 

The most disturbing report of 
human rights abuses, according to 
the marchers, came from our own 
hemisphere. Article 204 of the 
Nicaraguan Penal Code was 
amended on June 11, 1992 by that 
country’s National Assembly to 
read in part, “Anyone who in¬ 
duces, promotes, propagandizes 
or practices in scandalous form 
sexual intercourse between per¬ 
sons of the same sex commits the 
crime of sodomy and shall incur 
one to three years’ imprison¬ 
ment.” 

According to Amnesty’s press 
release, “The language used in 
this Article is so broad that 
Amnesty International fears it will 
be used to prosecute individuals 
solely for their homosexuality, in¬ 


cluding those who engage in ho¬ 
mosexual acts in private between 
consenting adults. Persons so im¬ 
prisoned would be considered 
Prisoners of Conscience by AI.” 

Sky Alexzander, a member of 
Amnesty International’s Gay/Les¬ 
bian Concerns, stated that “The 
Nicaraguan Supreme Court de¬ 
clared sodomy a threat to the holy 
institution of matrimony; that to 
authorize its free practice would 


be a legal attack upon the 
Nicaraguan population, a set-back 
to its political and economic ad¬ 
vancement.” 

Amnesty International’s mem¬ 
bers of Gay/Lesbian Concerns are 
worried that because of 
Nicaragua’s numerous human 
rights violations. Article 204 
would condemn thousands of gays 
and lesbians to rape, torture, and 
death. ▼ 


Rohana’s Med Bills 
Keep Mounting

Last Wednesday, December 13, 
the television program Final Jus¬ 
tice took another look at the near- 
fatal attack on San Francisco gay 
man Victor Rohana, for holding 
hands with a male friend last year. 

It was the second airing of the 
Final Justice sequence, with slight 
revision; the first showing resulted 
in hundreds of tips, according to a 
spokesman. This one conceivably 
might aid in an arrest, authorities 
hope. 

The incident began when Ro¬ 
hana and his friend Steven Dam¬ 
ron left a Market Street restaurant 
at about 10 p.m. October 28, 1994. 
Two men in a white 88 or 89 
Suzuki Samurai mini-jeep who 
observed the couple began to fol¬ 
low and taunt them. 

Rohana told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he recalls the Samurai dri¬ 
ving onto the sidewalk at Waller 
Street and pinning him against a 
wall as one of the men brandished 
a handgun and shouted, “You 
fuckin’ faggot!” 

When the man opened fire it 
cost Rohana his spleen and one 
quarter of his left lung; he has 
since given up smoking. 

His stomach was also severely 
damaged, with three holes left in it. 

Ironically, Rohana lived in 
Beirut at the age of 11, but suf¬ 
fered no injury there, he told the 
B.A.R. Now he still suffers the 
physical effects of that walk up 
Market Street 14 months ago: he 
said he passed out on a Muni bus 
two weeks ago when waves of 
pain overwhelmed him. 

On average, the pain returns 
about every two months, he said, 
adding, “My doctor says I’m over¬ 
doing it.” 

Rohana now works as an ice 
skating instructor at the Dorothy 
Hamill Ice Skating Rink near the 
Ferry Building on the Embar- 
cadero. 

Rohana said he is appreciative 
of the attention he has gotten from 
Final Justice , but for now he has 


an even more pressing concern 
than finding the men who shot 
him. He says collection agencies 
are driving him up the wall for 
payment on his medical bills, and 
he wonders what happened to the 
help he was widely promised 
more than a year ago. 

Rohana said his medical bills 
have exceeded $90,000 to date. 
The city’s “Victim Witness” pro¬ 
gram paid $46,000 of the expenses, 
but that still leaves him owing 
about $45,000. Martina James, a 
teller at Cal Federal on Castro, con¬ 
firmed the Rohana Fund Account 
set up in the wake of the shooting is 
still open. However, she said, “No 
funds have been received in a long 
time.” Rohana told the B.A.R. he 
received about $300 in contribu¬ 
tions from the gay community after 
his case was publicized. 

Lately a Santa Rosa collection 
agency has been particularly ob¬ 
noxious in trying to get payment 
for some medical bills, Rohana 
told the B.A.R., with the caller al¬ 
legedly telling him, “I don’t be¬ 
lieve you got shot.” 

“He was very rude, calling my 
house,” Rohana said. “I can’t sleep 
at night just thinking about it.” 

He added that Mayor Jordan 
“said he would see his hospital 
bills were taken care of. Two 


months later I went in and they 
said I was too late: ‘Where have 
you been?’ 

“I was dying.” 

Robert Oakes, the mayor’s gay 
liaison, said the care Rohana re¬ 
ceived at San Francisco General 
Hospital saved his life, and the 
city did foot that bill. “We have 
done everything we can to solve 
the crime and to take care of him 
at San Francisco General without 
cost,” Oakes said. “We are not 
able to take care of private hospi¬ 
tal bills.” 

Rohana, who worked as a 
model before the shooting inci¬ 
dent, underwent expensive and 
painful cosmetic surgery on his 
scarred abdominal muscles in a 
Venezuelan hospital. 

Oakes said Jordan has been to¬ 
tally supportive of Rohana, in¬ 
cluding taking the time to make an 
appearance on national television, 
and reiterated that a $20,000 re¬ 
ward for information leading to 
arrest and conviction of the as¬ 
sailant is still in effect. ▼

Plans to alter district elections 
will have to wait until the select 
committee appointed by the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
revisits the issue, according to a 
Monday, December 11 board vote. 

The surprise rejection of eager¬ 
ly awaited recommendations on 
alternative methods to electing su¬ 
pervisors came in a tie 5-5 vote, 
with Supervisor Willie Kennedy, 
who supports district elections, 
absent. 

The measure needed one more 
vote to make it to the March bal¬ 
lot. 

The Election Task Force was 
mandated by voters, to recom¬ 
mend alternatives to the current 
method of at-large elections cur¬ 
rently used to elect supervisors. 

Supervisors Susan Leal, Carole 
Migden, Mable Teng, Sue Bier- 
man, and Barbara Kaufman voted 
against the measure. 

The Task Force, led by Leal ap¬ 
pointee and lesbian activist 
Gwenn Craig, had proposed four 
alternatives to the current method. 


including a proposal for five dis¬ 
tricts of about 144,000 with three 
supervisors from each district - 
which would increase the number 
of supervisors to 15. 

Other suggestions included 11 
districts, with one supervisor from 
each 65,000-person district; an 11 
district cumulative voting system, 
which would let voters cast 11 
votes for one supervisor or distrib¬ 
ute their votes any way they 
wished; and a preference-ranked 
system, which would allow people 
to cast their votes in order of pref¬ 
erence. 

Although Leal told the Bay 
Area Reporter she appreciated the 
group’s efforts, she believed vot¬ 
ers would have had been left with 
a plethora of unclear and confus¬ 
ing choices. She believes the pro¬ 
posals should be pared down to 
just one or two alternatives, in ad¬ 
dition to the current method used. 

Both Leal and Migden also ex¬ 
pressed concern that district 
boundaries of some of the propos¬ 
als would weaken gay and lesbian 
- and other minority - voting bloc 
power. 


High Hopes May Be Dashed... 

Pot Petitions 
Get Trashed

A typographical snafu has 
forced the withdrawal of thou¬ 
sands of medical marijuana ballot 
initiative petitions that have been 
circulated by Californians for 
Compassionate Use, and the print¬ 
ing of an estimated 100,000 new 
petitions for distribution. 

The first circulated petitions 
were rejected by the San Francis¬ 
co Registrar of Voters because 
they did not confirm to California 
elections code guidelines that re¬ 
quired that a summary of the pro¬ 
posed ballot initiative be printed 
in boldface type. 

“We remain optimistic the cur¬ 
rent campaign to allow ill people 
with AIDS and other diseases, 
legal and medical access to mari¬ 


juana will succeed. We hope all 
invalid petitions can be recalled,” 
said CCU treasurer Scott Imler. 

In addition to the correct type¬ 
face on the petitions, the correct 
petitions also are imprinted with a 
union label. 

It is unclear whether CCU will 
go to court to ask that an estimat¬ 
ed 15,000 signatures on incorrect 
petitions be ruled acceptable to 
place the measure on the ballot. ▼

blue or black ink, and send 
it to the address indicated 
on the petition.

John Boland, an openly gay 
man with a quarter of a century’s 
worth of experience in the pub¬ 
lishing, advertising, and market¬ 
ing fields, has been named pub¬ 
lisher of San Francisco Focus 
Magazine, which is published by 
KQED, Inc. 

Boland joined Focus - which is 
part of the non-profit media cor¬ 
poration’s publishing and new 
ventures division - as associate 
publisher and advertising director 
last April. He is the former pub¬ 
lisher of the Sonoma County Inde¬ 
pendent, which he purchased in 
1989 with his lover of 13 years, 
James Carroll. 

Under Boland and Carroll’s di¬ 
rection, the newspaper grew into 
the largest weekly in Sonoma 
County and received numerous re¬ 
gional, state, and national journal¬ 
ism honors. 

“I’ve been in the business since 
I was 18.

Focus “needed a full-time publish¬ 
er to handle day-to-day opera¬ 
tions,” said Mark Powellson, the 
corporation’s vice president of

Gay Islanders Give 
Alameda High Schools 
Biotech Equipment

The same kind of scientific 
equipment used by biotechnology 
research laboratories around the 
country will be donated this week 
to the city of Alameda’s two public 
high schools, as a result of a $5,000 
donation made by the Alameda- 
based group The Gay Islanders. 

Morten Wellhaven, co-founder 
of the gay fraternal organization 
and an Alameda resident, ex¬ 
plained, “It’s the same high quali¬ 
ty products that are used by 
Genentech, the National Institutes 
of Health, and others.” He added, 
“Approximately 10 to 20 percent 
of gay couples are parents, and 
they are concerned with good sci¬ 
entific education.” 

Wellhaven is president of 
United Scientific Products, which 
makes and distributes biotechnol¬ 
ogy equipment. Last July, he 


threatened the Alameda city gov¬ 
ernment with a negative public re¬ 
lations campaign when the city 
council refused to issue a Gay 
Pride Month proclamation. He has 
since formed The Gay Islanders 
and been active in Out On The Is¬ 
land, a civic and political organiz¬ 
ing group made up of gay and les¬ 
bian Alamedans. 

The scientific equipment will 
be distributed between Encinal 
High School and Alameda High 
School. Christine Allen, whose 
children attend city schools, told 
the Bay Area Reporter, “Morten’s 
donation directly affects the edu¬ 
cation of youth in Alameda, a pri¬ 
ority for most Alameda residents. 
Many of us have children in 
Alameda schools. 

“As parents we are deeply 
grateful to United Scientific Prod¬ 
ucts, and to the Gay Islanders, for 
their gift to our kids.”

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Supes Make Salvation 
Army Explain Anti-Gay Letter 

Ammiano: 'Rhetoric Cancels Any Good Work They Do'

A November 30 letter printed 
in the Bay Area Reporter may cost 
the Salvation Army tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars in city contracts, 
after the entire San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors agreed to de¬ 
mand an explanation of the 
group’s anti-gay rhetoric before it 
approves the expenditure of the 
city funds. 

By a 10-0 vote, the board ap¬ 
proved a request by Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano on Monday, De¬ 
cember 11 to withhold the ap¬ 
proval of a contract for services 
that would give an estimated 
$55,000 in food service contracts 
for indigent people to the Salva¬ 
tion Army, until it hears the matter 
at its January 2 board meeting. 

In a fiery blast at the group’s 
anti-gay rhetoric, Ammiano drew a 
link between the Salvation Army 
and the Boy Scouts, and accused 
the group of “rhetoric which fos¬ 
ters a climate of hate” that leads to 
anti-gay violence. 

“As long as they engage in this 
unmitigated and dehumanizing 
hate rhetoric, they cancel out any 
of the good work they do,” Ammi¬ 
ano said. 

Ammiano also accused local 
Salvation Army leaders of “double 
speak” - and said they share re¬ 
sponsibility for the religious 
group’s “tacit institutional ap¬ 
proval” of homophobia. 

The flap began with a Novem¬ 
ber 30 letter by Salvation Army ad¬ 
ministrative officer Captain 
Samuel Southard, who was re¬ 
sponding to widespread criticism 
of the group’s anti-gay policies. 

In the controversial letter. 
Southard said that homosexuals 
“needed help and understanding”- 
but stressed that homosexual be¬ 
havior, “like any deviant behavior, 
is capable of control” and said ho¬ 
mosexuals who “are unable to de¬ 
velop mature heterosexual rela¬ 
tionships can be helped by medical 
advice and/or psychiatric treat¬ 
ment, pastoral counseling” and by 
conversion to Christianity. 

On Wednesday, December 13 
Salvation Army Major Jerry 
Gaines, the group’s divisional 
commander, repudiated Southard’s 
letter, saying that it was sent with¬ 
out approval or review of Army 
public relations personnel. 

“Captain Southard’s letter was 
wrong in that it inaccurately con¬ 
fuses the social mission of the Sal¬ 
vation Army with what we see as 
internal religious beliefs. This was 
inappropriate and offensive not 
only to the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity, but to many,” Gaines said. 

Gaines also said that like a 
number of religious groups, the 
Salvation Army has positions on 
“a number of issues” used for spir¬ 
itual guidance - but the group does 
not impose those views or prac¬ 
tices on people outside the organi¬ 
zation. 

“Our mission is to serve hu¬ 
manity, without discrimination or 
judgment. In San Francisco, we 
are dedicated to serving all seg¬ 
ments of our community, includ¬ 
ing gays and lesbians,” Gaines 
said. 

Gaines enumerated the services 
provided to people with HIV and 
AIDS by the agency - which pro¬ 
vides shelter, alcohol rehabilita¬ 
tion, emergency housing, food 
programs, and other social ser¬ 
vices to homeless and low-income 
residents. 

Ammiano dismissed Gaines’s 
letter to the board as “a nice fax” 
and said that he “could not in good

conscience” vote for the expendi¬ 
ture of funds. 

Ammiano spoke of the increase 
in violence and attacks on gay peo¬ 
ple, and eloquently referred to the 
recent murders of gay men in San 
Francisco and a lesbian couple in 
Medford, Oregon as examples of 
the violence sanctioned by hate 


speech. 

Supervisor Carole Migden im¬ 
mediately seconded Ammiano’s 
request to delay the vote on the 
passage of the expenditure until 
the matter was addressed by the 
entire board. 

“I share Supervisor Ammiano’s 
great concern about the damaging 
message which has been sent out,” 
Migden said. 

The incident is the latest in a 
series involving the Salvation 
Army, which is the second largest 
social service provider in Northern 
California. 

In an earlier incident, the Salva¬ 
tion Army indicated it would turn 
down city funds rather than be re¬ 
quired to house a homeless lesbian 
couple with children in its emer¬ 
gency family shelter. 

Numerous AIDS services, les¬ 
bian and gay, and other non-profit 
organizations are often placed in 
catch-22 situations with the group: 


while they believe the Salvation 
Army’s religious beliefs and poli¬ 
cies are reprehensible, they feel 
they must refer indigent and low- 
income clients to the Salvation 
Army’s free, easily accessed, and 
emergency-based services. 

City regulations require the 
group not discriminate on the basis 
of sexual orientation in services 
provided by city contracts. T

F irst a tumultuous election, then 
the winter holidays: what a lot 
of exchanging is going on this 
December! 

The traditional cycle of electing 
our officials isn’t very different from 
the Christmas/Hanukkah/Winter Sol- 
stice/Kwanzaa phenomena, if you 
think about it: both involve lots of 
wishing, hinting, and planning, fol¬ 
lowed by a certain amount of scram¬ 
bling, settling, and hoping the wrap¬ 
ping is nice enough. 

San Francisco voters gave them¬ 
selves two new presents, Mayor-Elect 
Willie Brown and District Attorney- 
Elect Terence Hallinan, on Tuesday. 
What is even more important is that 
we gave ourselves another big help¬ 
ing of democracy, which goes a long 
way toward battling the feeling of 
powerlessness that sometimes breaks 
through (particularly around the time 
of the holidays). The persistence of 
those voters, considering the weather 
that smashed windows and uprooted 
trees all over town that morning - we 
hear it also blew the Civic Center 
ARC/AIDS Vigil away - was some¬ 
thing we can all feel proud about. 
This is obviously a city that has the 
enduring love of its citizens. 

Of course, any city without its res¬ 
idents is just a collection of architec¬ 
ture; San Francisco is what it is be¬ 
cause of San Franciscans, and not the 
other way around. Together we shape 
it, move it, nurture it, and help to cre¬ 
ate and recreate its wonders. That did 
not change in the election, nor should 
it. We still have the same obligations, 
to care very deeply about the city and 
it's future direction, that we have al¬ 
ways had. 

Mayor-Elect Brown spoke very 
persuasively in his victory speech 
about repairing the rifts that have de¬ 
veloped during the campaigns. His 
vow to start the healing process was a 
noble gesture, and absolutely neces¬ 
sary. Mayor Jordan made the same 
point to his supporters as he acknowl¬ 
edged his defeat. 

Now it is up to their supporters - 


all of us - to make sure the election 
doesn’t drag on forever and get in the 
way of the city’s ability to operate. 
Which is not to say either Brown or 
Hallinan will be free from scrutiny as 
they do their jobs, but it is a plea to 
anyone bitter about any candidate’s 
defeat to get on with the important 
matters at hand. 

For those who are unable to do 
that, and who may feel compelled to 
sulk, whine, or bluster, we can only 
suggest that kind of behavior is best 
practiced alone in the dark. Please 
spare the rest of us. 

And now that the election is done, 
the holidays (as Dorothy Parker put 
it) are at our throats again. 

The gift-purchasing situation isn’t 
helped much by this weather, so we 
have a suggestion for those who don’t 
want to get waterlogged and fleeced 
as they shop. Give the gift of compas¬ 
sion. 

Every year we, too, get that moun¬ 
tain of catalogues from which to shop 
at home, but the more we look at the 
available items, the more we resolve 
to let everyone on our list know that a 
contribution has been made in their 
names. 

The advantages, besides the one 
about the weather, are both great 
(nothing else comes close to the way 
this makes your family perceive you 
as an adult) and small (nobody 
charges you seven bucks for shipping 
a twelve dollar item). And the best 
part is indescribable; if you want to 
feel the special warmth that envelopes 
cheerful givers, you have to be one. 

There are organizations to fit every 
person, including gay youth and gay 
seniors; lesbians; people with AIDS; 
gay veterans; gay families; and far too 
many others to catalogue here. 

So to our friends and family read¬ 
ing this: try to look surprised when 
that’s what you get. And even if what 
you really really wanted was a rain¬ 
bow candle or that T-shirt of Neely 
O’Hara, try to look happy anyway. 

This is the season of peace, harmo¬ 
ny, and healing. T

The Gift of 

Financial 

Planning

T he holidays are a time when we select 
meaningful gifts for those we love, and 
make resolutions to accomplish important 
tasks. Both reasons make this season a 
natural time for people to concentrate on their fi¬ 
nancial situations. 

There’s so much at stake for gays and lesbians 
who don’t plan ahead: running out of money, loss 
of rights, intrusive relatives, offensive employers 
and ex-lovers, and an indifferent government. 
What happens when you don’t plan openly with 
commitment? Consider the tragedy of Bob and 
Bill - a tragedy that could have been avoided. 

Bill and Bob lived together for many years 
and acquired substantial assets, including retire¬ 
ment savings, a mutual fund portfolio, and joint¬ 
ly-owned house. They also had a “will substitute” 
and didn’t need an attorney. 

Then, tragically. Bob was hit by a drunk driver 
as he left the office one evening. The couple’s 
anxious friends, gathering to give comfort and 
aid, asked Bill about the “estate.” 

“No problem,” said Bill, “all is well in that 
area.” 

The next day he began to find out how wrong 
he was. The hospital wouldn’t let him in to say 
good-bye before Bob died. “Sorry, you’re not 
family,” the hospital spokesperson said. 

Bob’s parents, who until then had been polite, 
arranged with the hospital that Bob’s body would 
be released to them. They told Bill they decided 
to have him buried in a far-off state, even though 
Bob had wanted cremation. Bill couldn’t even 
visit his lover’s grave. When Bill went to the fu¬ 
neral home he found out that he wasn’t “ family.” 
Bill had no legal right to have any say in the fu¬ 
neral. He knew Bob would hate the funeral - the 
eulogy made no mention of the most important 
fact of Bob’s life. 

The day after the funeral Bob’s family showed 
up with the police to get Bob’s clothing, jewelry, 
and car - which Bill and Bob shared, but Bob 
owned - and the bedroom and dining room sets 
the couple bought together, but which Bob, who 
had the higher paying job, signed for. 

As if that wasn’t enough, they took Bob’s in¬ 
vestments, which Bill and Bob planned to share 
together. 

Is all of this avoidable? Yes! Is it hard to do? 
No, but you must take the first step! Asking the 
questions now is so much less painful than later. 
And planning ahead can be fun, as it’s an oppor¬ 
tunity to visualize your dreams and take action. 

The place to start is with a comprehensive fi¬ 
nancial and estate plan. The planning process 
helps identify your goals and concerns. Think of 
the plan as a diagnosis of the strengths and weak¬ 
nesses of where you are today, financially, versus 
where you want to go. Implementation includes at 
least the following: 

• Designate a beneficiary - Not all insurance 
companies allow unmarried couples to name their 
partner as beneficiary. Review this area and make 
sure the beneficiary designation is what you want. 

• Develop an Estate Plan - Gay and lesbian 
couples exercise the most denial in this area. 
Don’t. See an attorney who works with unmarried 
couples, and be sure the following areas are doc¬ 
umented: 1. Living will and healthcare instruc¬ 
tions; 2. Durable power of attorney - who will act 
in your behalf if you are incapacitated; 3. Living 
trust - avoids tremendous probate expense; 4. 
Will - should be clear and current. 

• Long Term Care Insurance and Disability In¬ 
surance - Where will the money come from if 
you are ill or incapacitated? Disability insurance 
helps pay for living expenses, food, transporta¬ 
tion, alternative healthcare, fun, etc. Long Term 
Care insurance pays for nursing care because 
Medicare, Medi-Cal, major medical, and disabil¬ 
ity insurance do not. 

• Life Insurance with Accelerated Benefits - 
Accelerated benefits will pay cash if you are ter¬ 
minally ill. Viatical settlement companies may 
pay you for your insurance if you are terminally 
ill. Some life insurance companies may sell you 
insurance if you are HIV-positive but have not 
been treated for AIDS or ARC. 

• Plan for retirement and organize your invest¬ 
ments for greatest tax advantage. 

• Determine who owns what, and document 
everything with legally drawn Certificates of 
Ownership. 

The most important rule is to get professional 
help and do it now! ▼

Race and media 

I must respond to Rob Michaels’ letter to the edi¬ 
tor on November 30, 1995: 

I do not “presume ” that white America is outraged 
only because a black man had been accused of killing 
a white woman. I asked what role did race play in the 
depth of that outrage. Considering some of what I’ve 
read in the media, I think this is a fair question. For 
example, one Jewish writer, when expressing his pain 
from OJ’s acquittal, referred to Ron Goldman as “one 
of our own. ” 

OJ thought he “transcended ” color, so how did the 
murders become race issues? Why wasn’t OJ just a 
person accused of killing two people? Almost from 
the beginning of the whole madness, the mainstream 
media made OJ a black man accused of killing his 
beautiful blonde (white) wife. He became a black man 
addicted to white women. OJ became a black Ameri¬ 
can hero who “transcended” color. One news¬ 
magazine even darkened his picture for its cover. 

The mainstream media - not Mark Fuhrman or 
Johnny Cochran - seemed to make the whole trial a 
black v. white battle from its beginning. And when the 
verdict was read, the media highlighted black people 
rejoicing victoriously and white people crying. It did 
not show my co-worker, an older white woman, cheer¬ 
ing the verdict. It did not show my friend, a black 
man, calling me five minutes later enraged by the ver¬ 
dict. 

Now there’s a white backlash. It’s obvious to any¬ 
one listening to talk radio the notion of black people 
as half-savage and half-child never died in America. 
This is both ignorant and disrespectful. 

Suggesting that we simply forgive and forget such 
insults is no better than suggesting we simply forgive 
and forget the murders of Nicole Simpson and Ron 
Goldman. 


Compassionate 
care at Kaiser 

On World AIDS Day I watched as ACT UP/ Gold¬ 
en Gate told a small group assembled in front of 
Kaiser hospital that Kaiser Permanente does not care 
about the health of its members with AIDS. They told 
us that Kaiser Permanente is contributing to the death 
of AIDS patients because they do not provide tests 
that are not FDA approved, that they do not provide 
treatments that have not been shown to prolong life, 
and that they limit access to health care providers. 

I could not listen for long because I was running 
late from seeing several of my AIDS patients that 
morning. Some of these patients were stable, but oth¬ 
ers were approaching their next crisis. I also had to 
hurry because I had several AIDS patients in the hos¬ 
pital to see before I returned to my office for my af¬ 
ternoon schedule, to which two additional AIDS pa¬ 
tients had already been added. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate was telling this crowd that I 
am doing a poor job. 

As a medical practitioner, I have been forced to sift 
through a myriad of medical information about HIV. 
Information that at times can come from greedy phar¬ 
maceutical companies interested in pleasing Wall 
Street, or biased scientists who need to renew a grant 
application, or fanatical activists who have never 
taken the oath “above all else, do no harm.” I have 
had to formulate a care plan for my AIDS patients 
based on my knowledge, my compassion, my clinical 
experience, and the experience of other practitioners. 
But at no time has “Dr. Kaiser Permanente ” told me 
how I can or cannot practice medicine. 

As a gay man and a physician I have watched' the 
greatest medical scourge in recent history destroy 
hopes, dreams and lives of patients and friends. I am 
somewhat consoled in knowing that each day I work 
with other healthcare providers at Kaiser Permanente 
who are dedicated to the delivery of compassionate, 
informed care to our members with AIDS. I long for 
the day when I can say to my patients, “This treat¬ 
ment will keep you healthy and extend your life. ” But 
until that day I will have to cope and continue to the 
best job I can, despite what ACT UP/Golden Gate tells 
me.

And nowhere in the 
article was there a mention of the water filters one can 
buy which specifically state on their packaging that 
they filter out the micro organisms which can cause 
crypto. There was an article about these filters some¬ 
time this past summer in the B.A.R. 

If ACT UP really wants to do something construc¬ 
tive about Crypto they should get after the restaurants 
and bars in the city, particularly the ones which target 
queer money, to buy these filters to use in their water 
glasses, drinks, and ice cubes, and in washing their 
veggies and fruits.

Robert Chesley 

This year is the five-year anniversary of the death 
of my friend gay playwright Robert Chesley. Another 
of his good friends and I would like to get together 
with other people who knew and loved Robert, at 7:30 
p.m., Thursday, Dec. 21, to meet, schmooze, celebrate 
and listen to some sexual readings, things Robert 
would have appreciated.

The drug bust business 

What a waste of time, money and young lives.

While the current 104th Con¬ 
gress includes three openly gay 
members, two of them, Massachu¬ 
setts’ Gerry Studds (D) and Wis¬ 
consin’s Steve Gunderson (R), 
have announced they are retiring 
at the end of next year. There are, 
however, six openly gay candi¬ 
dates who are given at least an 
even chance of winning seats in 
the November 1996 general elec¬ 
tion. These candidates (all men) 
seeking House seats for the first 
time are Richard Zbur, 38, a 
lawyer from Long Beach, given an 
excellent chance of unseating a 
veteran Republican in that race; 
Dale Hallowell, 47, a state senator 
from Maine; Eric Resnick, 32, a 
social worker from Canton, Ohio; 
David Koontz, 31, of Frederick, 
Maryland; and Patrick 
Baikauskas, 43, the only Republi¬ 
can of the group, from Spring- 
field, Illinois. 

Meanwhile, longtime senate 
members, such as New Jersey’s 
Bill Bradley, Illinois’s Paul 
Simon, Oregon’s Mark Hatfield, 
and Georgia’s Sam Nunn, have 
led the flight from the Beltway, 
and their retirements, along with 
the many others, promises a new 
face for the 105th Congress in 
January 1997. For many, particu¬ 
larly the Democrats, their leaving 
was helped along by their party’s 
losing control of both houses of 
Congress; for others, such as 
Schroeder, the “long hours and 
less satisfaction” of not being able 
to “make a difference” any longer 
was the main problem. While D.C. 
political analysts will tell you that 
Democratic control of the House 
after the November 1996 election 
is “not impossible,” it is unlikely, 
and even the re-election of Presi¬ 
dent Clinton would not make 
serving in either the Senate or the 
House much fun for a dedicated 
Democrat under Newt Gingrich 
and Company.

Speaking of unhappy members 
of Congress, one well-heeled 
checkbook Democrat told me the 
other evening that he had received 
a call from state Controller Kath¬ 
leen Connell seeking support for 
a possible gubernatorial run 
against Gray Davis in 1998. He 
told her to call back another day - 
seems he had already received 
word from someone close to Sen¬ 
ator Dianne Feinstein that she is 
seriously thinking of leaving the 
GOP-controlled Congress behind 
and might be talked into another 
run for governor. 

An embarrassment of Ging¬ 
riches: Candace Gingrich, the 
newest “star” of the gay rights 
movement and lesbian half-sister 
of the Newtster, makes her acting 
debut January 18 on the hit NBC 
sitcom Friends , playing a minister 
officiating at a lesbian wedding. 
Ms. Gingrich, the former UPS 


worker, won the role after meeting 
some cast members at a gay rights 
fundraiser. 

In Key West, over 200 gay 
churchgoers excluded from the 
city’s annual Christmas parade 
last Saturday sang “O Come All 
Ye Faithful” during a prayer vigil 
as the floats passed them by. The 
Lower Keys Ministerial Associa¬ 
tion angered many gays and 
straights alike by barring the pre¬ 
dominantly gay Metropolitan 
Community Church from the pa¬ 
rade, saying the coalition of 
church groups didn’t want to 
“condone” homosexuality. (No 
word on how they felt about pro¬ 
moting bigotry.) Protesters, gay 
and straight, held signs reading: 
“The Christian Right Is Neither” 
and “God Does Not Discrimi¬ 
nate.” 

Donald Segretti of Watergate 
fame, who spent nearly five years 
in federal prison, is now running 
for Superior Court in Orange 
County. Somehow, that figures. 

Serious campaign reform legis¬ 
lation is long overdue in this state. 
(Michael Huffington spent up¬ 
ward of $30 million of his own 
money trying to buy a senate seat.) 
An initiative sponsored by Cali¬ 
fornians for Political Reform and 
The League of Women Voters is 
likely to qualify for the November 
’96 ballot. The plan’s main ele¬ 
ments are: contribution limits of 
$250 in local legislative races and 
$500 for statewide races, such as 
governor; spending limits of 
$200,000 in Assembly races; 
$400,000 in senate races; $2 mil¬ 
lion in most statewide races; and 
$8 million in the governor’s race. 

Don’t look now, but Pete Wil¬ 
son and most other elected state 
officials received an early Xmas 
gift Monday. Wilson’s annual pay 
went up to $126,000; Attorney 
General Dan Lungren and 
School Superintendent Delaine 
Eastin now clock in at $107,000; 
Controller Kathleen Connell, 
Lieutenant Governor Gray Davis 
and Treasurer Matt Fong get 
$94,500, while rank-and-file leg¬ 
islators will have to get by on 
$75,600. Democratic and GOP 
leaders in each house will take 
home $83,160, while the assembly 
speaker and senate president pro 
tern will be paid $90,720. 


Popular gay attorney Kevin 
McCarthy is racking up impor¬ 
tant early endorsements in his race 
in the March election for a seat on 
the SF Superior Court. Kevin’s 
running against a Pete Wilson ap¬ 
pointee. 

San Jose state Senator Do¬ 
minic Cortese, a veteran Democ¬ 
rat, has become the first state law¬ 
maker to switch affiliations and 
join Ross Perot’s Reform Party - 
probably to avoid a rough party 
primary fight for a state senate 
seat with more popular Assembly- 
man John Vasconcellos. Both are 
running in the 13th District. 

Gotta give you these two 
items! The 900 number recently 
set up by Attorney General Dan 
Lungren so people can find out 
about registered child molesters in 
the neighborhood was working 
find and dandy, says California 
Lawyer magazine, except in Hum¬ 
boldt County. There, callers were 
put through to a phone sex service, 
thus hearing about presumably of¬ 
fensive sex instead of sex offend¬ 
ers. (“Hi, I’m Dan.

Third Party Animal

||p| o we detect a trend here? 
A tidal wave of signatures 
puts Ross Perot’s new 

- - " party on the ballot in 
record time. Former national chair 
of Students for a Democratic Soci¬ 
ety (for you 20-somethings, that 
was a kind of NewLeft Nation) 
Todd Gitlin writes a book ( The 
Twilight of Common Dreams) say¬ 
ing political correctness and iden¬ 
tity politics have reduced the left 
to an ineffective amalgam of 
movement drama queens. Another 
commentator, Michael Lind, 
makes similar points in a book 
(The Next American Nation) fore¬ 
casting the coming to power of a 
multi-ethnic American middle 
class. And seven national political 
figures, among them Senator Bill 
Bradley, meet to brainstorm a 
third political party that is socially 
progressive, fiscally conservative, 
ecologically sound, and intent on 
serious campaign funding reform. 

I certainly detect a trend here, 
and a welcome one. I find myself 
among the majority of Americans: 
I embrace liberal values (humane 
social policies that provide for 
self-betterment and economic ad¬ 
vancement), but too often find 
most liberal/progressive policies 
incredibly clueless. 

Part of my skepticism of the 
left is the answer to the question: 
“Would I want to live under a sys¬ 
tem run by these people?” 

Even were I foolish enough to 
forget the lessons of the lesbian 
’70s, there is the rainbow of fla¬ 
vors of political correctness in the 
GLBT (gay BLT?) community - 
and the savagery with which one 
may be attacked for lack of fawn¬ 
ing belief in any random self- 
righteous queer’s worldview. 

Another part is the left’s ab¬ 
solute refusal to acknowledge the 
ticking population bomb out of 
fear of being seen as elitist or (fill 
in the blank)-centric. In this day 
and age, anyone having more than 
two children commits a crime 
against the planet. But leftists call 
you “mean-spirited” if you decline 
to dig deeper into your own pock¬ 
et to subsidize this crime, if you’ll 
be your brother’s keeper but not 
his co-dependent. 

I could go on, but it’s enough 
to say I’m disgusted with what the 
left has become: something whose 
idea of what’s good and fair is 
one-sided, dismissing out of hand 
reasonable points of view because 
of the economic or non-believer 
status of those who hold them; a 
school of thought more driven by 
feel-good ideology than knowl¬ 
edge of how to make things work 
in the world without a benevolent 
dictatorship of We Who Know 
Best. 

But don’t take my word for it. 
Heed instead that renowned public 
opinion analyst Daniel 
Yankelovich, writing in the No¬ 
vember/December Mother Jones. 
Yankelovich asserts he is “not by

temperament a political partisan,” 
but believes liberalism’s current 
state of disarray is bad for the na¬ 
tion: “A weak left makes for an ir¬ 
responsible right.” If you do con¬ 
sider yourself a liberal/leftist/ pro¬ 
gressive (what was my first clue?), 
his report is required reading. 

Yankelovich put together focus 
groups to see why liberals have 
such low credibility, then analyzed

how the left might revitalize itself. 
Liberals have always been a mi¬ 
nority, but for decades they in¬ 
spired moderate to conservative 
voters with ideas that “strike peo¬ 
ple both as practical and as moral¬ 
ly ‘right’ - fair, decent, and hu¬ 
mane.” 

Today, however, those same 
voters are suspicious of “abstract, 
vague, idealistic proposals, espe¬ 
cially if they cost a lot of money.” 
They are angry at liberals’ “appar¬ 
ent unwillingness ... to change 
outmoded policies,” their refusal 
to acknowledge any “unintended 
... perverse effects” (such as gen¬ 
erational welfare dependency), 
and their practice of stubbornly 
defending those policies, criticiz¬ 
ing conservative alternatives and 
shifting blame to social causes in¬ 
stead of revamping or replacing 
the policies. 

Yankelovich’s essay not only 
delineates the means by which 
people who are proud of how San 
Francisco votes can again make a 
difference instead of looking more 
and more like silly wankers (to the 
same net effect). I strongly urge 
you to read his report. Meanwhile, 
I’ll pass on holding my breath; I 
think the people who care enough 
to ponder his points, and actually 
put them into practice, are more 
likely to end up in the emerging 
“radical center.” 

And why not? Who wants to 
look like fools, as did the people 
protesting the UC Regents’ delib¬ 


erations on affirmative action? 
They claimed that without affir¬ 
mative action in admissions, 
African-American and Hispanic- 
Americans would be excluded 
from UC. Hello? Isn’t this saying 
nobody black or brown has what it 
takes to pull a 4.0 and kick butt on 
the SAT? It sure sounded like 
racism in the guise of anti-racism 
to me. All that effort might better 
have gone into shoring up funding 
for the state university system and 
community colleges. Community 
colleges teach the skills for mak¬ 
ing a decent living, and all at $13 
per unit. 

I believe this “radical center” 
will grow and be a positive force 
for the kinds of changes the left 
wants to see, but those changes 
will come through a balance of 
opportunity and individual effort 
instead of some nebulous “entitle¬ 
ment” to equality of results. The 
radical center will not be com¬ 
posed of moderates disgusted with 
liberalism alone. It will encom¬ 
pass also erstwhile radicals who 
despise former fellows turned 
neo-con suck-ups yet have 
nonetheless lost faith in the left’s 
analysis, programs and moral vi¬ 
sion: we who nod in sad agree¬ 
ment at Yankelovich’s findings. 

We who wince at the irony of 
Todd Gitlin’s belated acknowledg¬ 
ment that the left is now “an ill-fit¬ 
ting sum of groups concerned with 
protecting and purifying what they 
imagine to be their identities ... 
[while] the idea of a common 
America ... was ceded, by default, 
to the right.” 

We who take hollow validation 
from Yankelovich’s observation 
that “Traditional ‘interest-group 
liberalism’ held that the interplay 
of special interests would auto¬ 
matically represent the general in¬ 
terest. But it is increasingly clear 
that this view is just as flawed as 
the conservative economic theory 
that the invisible hand always con¬ 
verts greed into public good.” The 
radical center: Yo Beth sez, check 
it out. ▼

tion about him. He did not know 
if George was a gay man. 

From anti-gay 
ballots to bullets 

Ellis and Abdill’s roots in the 
Oregon gay activist community 
ran deep, prompting many to im¬ 
mediately conclude that the mur¬ 
ders were hits on lesbians. 
Moran declined to speculate on a 
motive in press reports released 
to the Bay Area Reporter, yet re¬ 
fused to rule out the possibility 
the crime was hate-related. He 
denied that either of the victims 
had been decapitated, tortured or 
sexually assaulted before being 
killed. 

Abdill and Ellis moved to the 
rural Oregon town from Col¬ 
orado, in the wake of the passage 
of the anti-gay Amendment 2 
there. Upon establishing them¬ 
selves in a property management 
business the women found them¬ 
selves in the middle of yet anoth¬ 
er round of anti-gay rallying. 
They fought back against Ore¬ 
gon’s anti-gay initiative Measure 
9 in 1992, and became well 
known in Medford for their advo¬ 
cacy. 

Leslie Addison, Hate Crimes 
Prevention Coordinator with 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that anti-gay measures like Mea¬ 
sure 9 (which lost in statewide 
elections) and its variants (which 
passed in the Medford area in 
1992 and in 1994) cause hate-re¬ 


lated crimes to climb. 

“We found that when those 
measures were on the ballot [in 
Oregon], violence went up. And 
after Amendment 2 passed in Col¬ 
orado, violence went up, so 
there’s definitely a real connec¬ 
tion to right wing organizing and 
anti-gay violence.” 

Charles Steele, husband of 
Candace Steele, P-FLAG’s re¬ 
gional director for Pacific North¬ 
west region, echoed Addison’s 
belief that anti-gay rhetoric could 
be at the root of these and other 
murders. Steele told the B.A.R. 
that the entire community has 
been shocked since police found 
the bodies, but not surprised. 

Last Sunday’s memorial ser¬ 
vice for Ellis and Abdill served as 
a grim reminder of the potential 
for brutality that surrounds them; 
Steele emphasized that the mur¬ 
ders must serve to increase, rather 
than stop, efforts to organize and 
speak out in public. 

“I’m sure my wife and I are 
going to be active in P-FLAG 
right up until the day we die,” he 
said. “It’s protecting our [sons 
and daughters] against unfair at¬ 
tack. It’s a very normal thing to 
protect your offspring. 

“There is a lot of hatred to¬ 
wards gays and lesbians ... or 
those of us with children who are 
gay or lesbian,” he acknowl¬ 
edged. “We’re all taking chances. 
We get a lot of hate mail, a fair 
amount of anonymous hate calls 
and death threats.” 

He said one anonymous caller 
asked him, “Wouldn’t it be great 
if all you gays and lesbians were 
dead?” ▼

Two Fremont lesbians partici¬ 
pating in a ten-year, nationwide 
women’s healthcare study are typ¬ 
ical of the subgroup of women 
who are being sought out by re¬ 
searchers at the Women’s Health 
Initiative. 

Stella Lopez-Armijo and her 
longtime lover Ina Murri told the 
Bay Area Reporter they are accus¬ 
tomed to getting involved in com¬ 
munity issues affecting straight and 
lesbian women, so when the 
chance came along to sign up, they 
did. “I told my granddaughter, ‘I’m 
doing this for you,”’ said Lopez- 
Armijo, noting the basic scientific 
data that will be derived from the 
results of studying almost 165,000 
women over the next decade. 

It is hoped that the study con¬ 
ducted by the National Institute of 
Health will help in treatments for 
the 90 percent of female heart pa¬ 
tients who die in greater numbers if 
they are post-menopausal, or devis¬ 
ing better treatment for osteoporo¬ 
sis, which is one of the greatest bar¬ 
riers to quality of life for women in 
their late 60s and beyond. 

Along with serving as the first 
medical research project on 
women in the country, it doubles 
as the first genuine outreach to 
sexual and ethnic minorities. Yet 
although Northern California pro¬ 
vides an abundance of women of 
color and fesbian and bisexual 
women, the Oakland clinic at 
Kaiser Permanente and the San 
Jose clinic still find themselves nu¬ 
merically challenged when it 
comes to signing up post¬ 
menopausal women, particularly 
those over the age of 55. At the 
Oakland clinic, for example, 165 
women are now enrolled in clini¬ 
cal trials, and 626 in overall health 
trials: thousands less than needed. 

Lopez-Armijo and Murri were 
selected for the overall health ob¬ 
servation portion of the study. 
Other areas include hormone re¬ 
placement therapy, calcium/vita¬ 
min D supplements, and dietary

pattern. Lopez-Armijo said that 
the pair were disqualified for the 
diet portion. “I told them that I do 
most of the cooking and I’m not 
into cooking two meals.” 

‘Real low key’ 

Both women took part in the 
study at the San Jose center, a 
process which they described as 
“real low key until the very end” 
with questions that skirted the out¬ 
right query “Are you a lesbian?” 
Instead, they were asked who they 
lived with, for how long, and if 
they had a sexual relationship with 
that person. 

Far from feeling intruded upon, 
Lopez-Armijo said, “I thought it 
made me feel like it would be more 
inclusive.” 

Neither reported any past nega¬ 
tive experiences from doctors. In 
fact, Lopez-Armijo said that when 
Murri had her hysterectomy, “I 
asked to be in pre-op and I was in¬ 
vited in by the doctors, no problem.” 

However, she also described an 
earlier time, after she started dat¬ 
ing women, when she would shed 
any telltale signs of being gay, a 
rainbow ring in particular. “When I 


would go to the doctor’s office, I 
would take it off,” she said. 

Murri told her doctors she 
stopped taking her birth control 
pills. “And they just never pushed 
it,” she said. 

Lopez-Armijo said, “I told 
them I abstain.” 

From sperm, that is. T

CUAV, Other Groups Adapt 
to Changing Crime Scene

Deadly attacks on lesbian ac¬ 
tivists similar to the ones in Ore¬ 
gon last week are rare, according 
to Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence spokesperson Leslie Addi¬ 
son. But lesser crimes are frequent 
enough to warrant a concerted ef¬ 
fort among groups like CUAV na¬ 
tionwide, including a standardized 
reporting form that Addison and a 
newly-formed coalition will now 
use. 

She told the B.A.R. that the 
National Coalition for Anti-Vio¬ 
lence Programs, made up of 20 
groups from around the country 
who have been meeting informal¬ 
ly for the past couple of years, de¬ 
cided to come up with a universal 
incident report form, after realiz¬ 
ing all the different categories that 
existed. A precise counting of all 
the ways anti-gay violence can 
break out is important since the 
group began publishing statistical 
findings on hate-related assaults 
and homicides beginning in De¬ 
cember 1994. 

This nationwide networking is 


vital to newer hate crimes educa¬ 
tion groups in areas of the country 
where the right wing is targeting 
lesbians and gays, said Addison. 
CUAV and the New York-based 
Anti-Violence Project, for exam¬ 
ple, have more experience in work¬ 
ing with police and the media. 

“One of the next things after 
documentation is to provide ser¬ 
vices for survivors of these inci¬ 
dents, and to start to provide train¬ 
ing,” to both potential crime vic¬ 
tims as well as to police. 

Like other organizations, 
CUAV staff speak frequently with 
local police departments - and the 
earlier in a case the better, she 
said. “I find that there are a lot of 
times when the police don’t know 
that they’re missing a certain 
piece of information.” 

While New York’s Anti-Vio¬ 
lence Project has begun extensive 
documentation in Texas, Virginia, 
and Georgia, CUAV is by far a 
leader in transgender issues. Addi¬ 
son said, “We are the ones with 
the most transgender work, and 
there certainly is so much work 
for us to be doing.” Y

A Repeat Broadcast

an Francisco-based radio 
fbg station KSFO (560 AM) 

\ is once again utilizing the 

public airwaves to spread 
homophobia and AIDS hysteria. 
Immediately following World 
AIDS Day, in a (December 2) 
broadcast, KSFO’s weekend host 
- Spencer Hughes - suggested 
that, gay men living with 
HIV/AIDS somehow deserved 
their disease. 

Citing higher rates of infection 
amongst gay men, Hughes indi¬ 
cated that homosexuality itself 
was at fault. Fewer heterosexuals 
have been infected, Hughes ar¬ 
gued, because they simply behave 
better than homosexuals. 

. Hughes shouted: “I am fed up 
with people saying that homosex¬ 
ual sex is just as normal as hetero¬ 
sexual sex! I’m sick and tired of 
people saying, ‘Oh, heterosexuals 
have just as much a chance of get¬ 
ting it as gay people.’ It’s an ab¬ 
solute lie and it has to end here.... 
And if you can’t handle that, the 
hell with you! Keep up with your 
dangerous lifestyles and you’ll 
end up in a casket too. ... Because 
of your own stupidity, and igno¬ 
rance and complete idiocy!” 

Although Hughes did cite ac¬ 
curate HIV statistics, his interpre¬ 
tation was recklessly at fault and 
his tone was downright hateful. 
The HIV virus is not attracted to 
any particular demographic traits, 
of course. The prejudice that caus¬ 
es indifference is. 

The spread of AIDS in certain 
communities - gays, prostitutes, 
and people of color - demon¬ 
strates nothing more than our soci¬ 
ety’s willingness to tolerate a 
plague for as long as it seemed to 
be killing “all the right people.” 

Last year, KSFO’s reliance on 
similar medical misinformation 
and homophobic diatribes resulted 
in activist demonstrations as well 
as official government protests. In 
response, the station’s manage¬ 
ment agreed to broadcast correc¬ 
tive messages (from the city’s De¬ 
partment of Public Health) and to 
monitor on-air staff for accuracy 
in covering HIV/AIDS issues.

Look Who’s Talking 

With a signal that reaches well 
into the Bay Area, radio station 
KST (650 AM) is home base for 
Jeff Katz. KST’s morning talk- 
show host, Katz regularly spends 
several hate-filled and fact-less 
hours engaged in homophobic 
ranting. 

Katz opened one recent (No¬ 
vember 27) broadcast, for exam¬ 
ple, by shouting: “You are looking 
for outright approval and you’re 
not going to get it here!” His mes¬ 
sage was intended for all lesbians 
and gays. 

Katz spent an hour or more de¬ 
scribing his first car ride down 
Castro Street, during which he 
saw two men “who looked like 
football players” kissing each 
other. The sight repulsed him. 
Again and again, Katz wailed: “I 
just felt physically ill ... I almost 
had to pull over ... God, it just 
honestly made me sick!” 

However, Katz told his listen¬ 
ers that he does enjoy the sight of 
two women kissing, just as long as 
it’s done on-stage and for his plea¬ 
sure. “Two guys having sex is per¬ 
verted and disgusting,” he said. 
“Two women having sex together 


is entertainment.” 

Katz also “informed” his audi¬ 
ence that all homosexuals are pe¬ 
dophiles. “They do want your 
children!” he shouted. “They do 
not reproduce. ... They’re not 
gonna be happy until they steal 
your kids.” 

Katz argued that there is - just 
as TV evangelist Pat Robertson 
claims - a connection between ho¬ 
mosexuals, Nazis, and Satanism. 
He also insisted, repeatedly, that 
such views were not hateful but 
factual. Anyone who accuses “fac¬ 
tual” folks like Katz of being ho¬ 
mophobic is, he claimed, engag¬ 
ing in “Christian bashing” or sim¬ 
ilar acts of slander. According to 
Katz, lesbians and gays who de¬ 
fend themselves against defama¬ 
tion are guilty of hate speech.

The American Family Association 
(AFA) is the latest society of pro¬ 
fessional homophobes to join in 
the national attack on television 
talk shows. The November 29 
“Family Issues Alert” includes an 
AFA call for “monitors to help 
clean up trash TV talk shows. 
Monitors will compile lists of 
sponsors of such programs as 
Ricki Lake, Montei Williams, Ger- 
aldo and others. AFA will publish 
the names of those sponsors 
through press releases, newspaper 
ads and special mailings. For de¬

•LIFE STORIES ... In a front¬ 
page November 26 story. Dispatch 
staff writer John Kanthak con¬ 
ducted a matter-of-fact interview - 
“I Knew I Was Gay When I Was 
Five” - about growing up queer 
and living with HIV. In the first of 
a two-part series, Kanthak inter¬ 
views Wayne Alloway, a 32-year- 
old, non-celebrity cx-cop and res¬ 
ident of Davenport, Iowa. Alloway 
sketches his life story from child¬ 
hood (“I got my first crush on a 
boy when I was in kindergarten”) 
to coming out (“I used to say I 
couldn’t believe my parents didn’t 
know all along. The signs were 
there. I mean, my friend and I 
would come home at 3 a.m. and 
go up to my room and shut the 
door. What did they think we were 
doing? But people believe what 
they want to believe.”). Readers 
are left to like or leave Alloway, as 
a person. Subversively “mun¬ 
dane,” this story demonstrates one 
of the ways the mainstream media 
can usefully introduce queers to 
straight audiences who still think 
that they “don’t know any homo¬ 
sexuals personally” (and whose 
homophobia is sustained by that 
very thought).

New Years’ Eve Phantom 
To Benefit Actors Fund

T he San Francisco produc¬ 
tion of Andrew Lloyd 
Webber’s The Phantom of 
the Opera will hold a spe¬ 
cial benefit performance for the 
Actors Fund at the Curran Theatre 
on Sunday, December 31 at 2 p.m. 

The special fundraiser is part 
of the second anniversary celebra¬ 
tion of the play’s run at the Cur¬ 
ran, which had been seen by 1.3 
million theatergoers and grossed 
$72 million by the Sunday, De¬ 
cember 10 anniversary of its open¬ 
ing. 

According to publicist Charles 
Zukow, the Actors Fund is a non¬ 
profit group that provides for the 
social welfare of all entertainment 
professionals including designers, 
writers, sound and lighting techni¬ 
cians, dancers, directors, and ac¬ 
tors. 

The group’s headquarters are 
in New York, and it also operates a 
retirement home and nursing fa¬ 
cility complex in New Jersey. 

Among the services provided 
by the Actor’s Fund for members 
is the AIDS Initiative, a project 
that helps entertainment profes¬ 
sionals who suffer from HIV in¬ 
fection or AIDS. The Actors Fund 
provides case management, coun¬ 
seling, emotional and practical 
support, and financial assistance 
to people with HIV disease. 

Affordable housing is often a 
critical need for members of the 
entertainment community, and the 
Fund is also launching two ambi¬ 
tious housing programs. The Asto¬ 


ria on West 57th Street, opening 
next February, will provide shared 
living apartments and single units 
for members - including people 
with AIDS - and also provide so¬ 
cial and support services in the re¬ 
furbished 30-story apartment 
building. 

The Kings’ Road, a 41-unit 
residence facility in West Holly¬ 
wood, will also soon house Actors 
Fund clients with AIDS. 

With an $11 million annual 
budget, the group was formed in 
1888 during a time of great public 
animosity to the profession, im¬ 
mediately following the assassina¬ 
tion of President Lincoln by actor 
John Wilkes Booth. According to 


an AF brochure, actors at the time 
were held in such poor esteem 
they often could not be buried in 
regular graveyards, but ended up 
in Potter’s Fields; an early pur¬ 
pose of the group was to provide 
for proper burials of members. T

A Report from Washington: 

White House Meet Was Way 
Little, Way Late, Way Cynical 



Outside the White House activists remind the president that action 
still speaks louder than words.

||§P1|| n December 6, 1995, in 
t : r'/ the 35th month of the 
| Clinton Presidency, Bill 
^ * ; Clinton hosted a “White 
House Summit on AIDS.” To all 
those out there who had hoped to 
attend but didn’t make the call, let 
me assure you: you didn’t miss a 
thing. Except, that is, an opportu¬ 
nity to be cynically manipulated 
by an Administration self-satisfied 
with its own performance on AIDS 
but which nonetheless felt the need 
to engage in a little political pos¬ 
turing for the coming election year. 

It goes without saying that no 
new ideas were either presented or 
heard - all that can be said has 
been said repeatedly and endlessly 
over the last decade by a plethora 
of government commissions and 
committees. If Clinton hadn’t 
heard these recommendations by 
now, it could only be because he 
hasn’t been listening. That such a 
meeting should be called at the end 
of the third year of his presidency, 
and never before it, tells volumes 
about his true interest in this issue. 

One almost has to give old Ron 
Reagan credit for the sincerity of 
his approach - at least he never 
pretended to give a damn. 

Unrestrained praise about the 
administration’s accomplishments 
gushed forth from the mouths of 
White House staffers selected to 
herd the visitors around, perhaps in 
hopes of convincing the invited 
that we had indeed arrived in polit¬ 
ical heaven. This embarrassing 
display of fealty was nowhere 
more evident than in the words of 
White House AIDS Coordinator 
Patsy Fleming, who in-between 
chants of “historic this” and “his¬ 
toric that,” breathlessly described 
how in earlier days she had once 
stood outside the White House in 
protest, but now held down an in¬ 
side job. 

“Viva la difference,” she pro¬ 
claimed, seemingly oblivious to 
the irony and the fact that a hun¬ 
dred or so protesters from ACT UP 
chapters and New York’s Housing 
Works were shouting for “action 
not words” in the street below and 
behind her at that very second. 

Cheap box lunches 

As one of the supposed privi¬ 
leged few to be invited, I had the 
opportunity to view this sad cha¬ 
rade from the inside. It began, like 


so much with this administration, 
with a series of organizational sna¬ 
fus at the entrance to the Old Ex¬ 
ecutive Office Building. First, no 
one knew who we were, then no 
was told where their groups were 
to meet. We were ordered to line 
up in our assigned groups to re¬ 
ceive our registration materials. 

No one had been given any in¬ 
formation about group assign¬ 
ments. 

Eventually, some 299 people 
were ushered out in nine groups of 
some 30 or more people, each as¬ 
signed to begin “a long serious 
work session.” In our respective 
meeting rooms, found only after 
confused and unguided searches of 
the federal facilities, we were 
asked to spend two and a half 
hours drawing up meaningful rec¬ 
ommendations to the president. 
This amounted to giving each per¬ 
son about 45 seconds or so to 
speak, while pre-appointed “group 
reporters” condensed our thoughts 
for eventual presentation to the 
president. 

It quickly became clear that the 
appointed reporters had pretty 
much made up their little speeches 
before ever coming to Washington 
anyway, so it didn’t matter that the 
discussion was a farce. In one par¬ 
ticularly egregious example, ideas 
presented by true experts June Os¬ 
borne and Jonathan Mann in the 
International Issues group were re¬ 
peatedly swept aside by an arro¬ 


gant and otherwise unknown facil¬ 
itator who “knew” better what 
needed to be said. Thankfully, the 
sessions ended fairly quickly, to be 
followed by a cheap box lunch and 
a glass of water. 

From there, we were eventually 
bused to the Treasury Building in a 
45-minute journey. Those smart 
enough to walk realized the site 
was only 100 yards away. By the 
time we all got into the building, 
the site for the great presidential 
meeting was already overfilled and 
a busload or two of us were divert¬ 
ed to a small room where we 
would watch the president on a 
television monitor. 

To many of us who came to the 
meeting at great personal or orga¬ 
nizational expense (everyone had 
to pay their own way), it was the 
final insult. There would be no op¬ 
portunity to interact with the pres¬ 
ident. 

Better than Belfast 

When the presidential meeting 
got under way, I began to wonder 
just who these other 298 people 
were, let alone what I was doing 
there with them. When the Prez 
entered the room, those in the main 
room burst into what seemed to be 
a long and enthusiastic standing 
ovation, which surprised and de¬ 
lighted the staff. Donna Shalala 
mumbled something about this 
being even better than the recep¬ 
tion he had gotten in Northern Ire¬ 


land earlier that week. After the 
expected gushes from Fleming and 
Shalala, recounting all the incredi¬ 
ble things Clinton was doing for 
people with AIDS, the Prez him¬ 
self spoke. He pressed most of the 
right buttons, slipping only occa¬ 
sionally in ways that showed he 
didn’t understand the substance 
behind the words he was reading. 

Again and again, this strange 
audience - 90% white, 80% male 
- burst into cheerful applause. I 
began to feel dirty and a little 
ashamed about being there, even in 
the basement room watching on 
TV. Better sense would have had 
g me stop to join the protesters in the 

“ street. The carefully picked re- 
<2 porters read the recommendations 
from their groups, though it was 
painfully obvious that many were 
instead reading their own prepared 
speeches. 

In one most telling moment, a 
woman with AIDS on the panel 
ended her presentation by asking 
all those in the audience who were 
HIV positive to stand up. My 
worst fears were realized when 
only a tiny minority of the audi¬ 
ence, certainly less than 15%, 
stood. 

Clinton tried to demonstrate his 
free-wheeling style by inviting a 
few comments from the audience 
at large (though this still was limit¬ 
ed only to those permitted inside 
the main room). Sadly, no one took 
him on or asked why this “impor¬ 
tant and historic” event was only 
happening now, in the 35th month 
of his presidency. 

One lone dissenter 

After Patsy Fleming called the 
day to an end, one lone voice - I 
don’t know whose - shattered the 
complacency and self-satisfaction 
of the room, challenging the presi¬ 
dent on a broad set of issues. Clin¬ 
ton tried to silence them with his 
well-proven debating skills, but 
the angry voice roared on until the 
plug was pulled on his micro¬ 
phone. Thank god, as the cheer¬ 
leader audience sounded like it 
was getting ready to kill him. 

It was now painfully clear who 
most of these people were and why 
they had been invited. 

Not a single new idea, not a sin¬ 
gle new commitment. Nada. Just 
an ugly photo-opportunity. To 
those well-intended people who 
set up this farce, I can only say:

Clinton Swims! 


‘The President Said What 
We Wanted To Hear’

: s one of the 300 who at¬ 

tended the White House 
HIV/AIDS Conference, 
® ! let me tell you what really 

happened. 

Early Wednesday morning we 
gathered at the White House Con¬ 
ference Center, were welcomed by 
Administration officials, then 
broke into small working groups, 
each with a different focus. Some 
of us concentrated on treatment 
strategies and new drugs, others 
on prevention, discrimination, 
housing, funding, or substance 
abuse. Scattered among the vari¬ 
ous groups were cabinet secre¬ 
taries and directors of all the agen¬ 
cies that so affect the lives of peo¬ 
ple living with AIDS. Not their 
third assistants or gofers - the di¬ 
rectors themselves. The White 
House insisted upon it. 

We met for nearly three hours, 
then moved to a large auditorium, 
where we spent another two hours 
in dialogue with the president. We 
reported on the work of our com¬ 
mittees, and our recommenda¬ 
tions/demands for the future. 
Some of the reporting was heated. 
Many of those reporting were 
themselves living with 
HIV/AIDS. 

Was the meeting well orga¬ 
nized? Absolutely. Was it scripted, 
with only a highly censored few 
allowed to speak? Hardly. The 300 
attendees came from all over the 
country, selected by community 
agencies and groups. You may 
know 300 AIDS activists and 
PWAs in this country who could 
be censored. I don’t. 

The president said much of 
what we wanted to hear (the 
speech was written in part by Bob 
Hattoy, whom the B.A.R. conde¬ 
scendingly referred to as the

How could you ever have expect¬ 
ed anything more? The structure 
was doomed from the start. From 
my perspective, the day was not 
just a waste, but left me with a dis¬ 
tasteful sense of being used. 
What’s worse, we were used at our 
own expense. Because of the late 
scheduling of the event, we all had 
to pay top dollar for airfares and 
hotels, in addition to giving up 
two days of our time. 

Next time, Mr. Prez and all 
your staffers, why don’t you just 
dust off a copy of the Kennedy 
commission’s report? Everything 
you heard on December 6 was al¬ 
ready in there. You remember, 
don’t you? It’s the report you 
could have implemented in the 
first month of your administration. 

But please, next time, don’t ask 
us to waste good money donated 
to AIDS organizations to come 
pose with you for an election 
poster. For most real people with 
AIDS, things have not gotten bet¬ 
ter under your watch, and where 
meager advances have occurred, 
they owed nothing to your admin¬ 
istration. On the contrary, you 
have wasted a historic opportunity 
to make large and lasting changes 
in AIDS research, prevention, and 
care. 

My one integrity award for the 
day goes to the protesters in the 
street, who faced off against the 
cold Washington winds one more 
time in front of the White House. 
That’s where the real voices of 
people with AIDS were heard on 
December 6. ▼

doubling their profits. 

After the afternoon session, we 
moved to the Renwick Gallery for 
a reception and more talk with 
congressmembers, government 
officials, and Hillary Clinton. She 
is one impressive woman. 

The next two days, the Presi¬ 
dential Advisory Council on HIV- 
AIDS met at a downtown hotel; 
the meetings were publicized, 
open to all. Again, key govern¬ 
ment officials were present. And 
again, some of the discussion was 
heated. 

It was also productive, and we 
left convinced we had the atten¬ 
tion of a lot of concerned and 
committed individuals. We’ll meet 
again in February, when the presi¬ 
dent’s had time to review and re¬ 
spond to our additional recom¬ 
mendations. 

So that’s the story from the in¬ 
side.

Washington Coroner 
Rears His Ugly 
Bigoted Head Again

Internationally renowned foren¬ 
sic pathologist and San Francisco 
County Medical Examiner Dr. 
Boyd Stephens, MD, says that con¬ 
troversial Spokane County, Wash¬ 
ington coroner Dr. Dexter Amend’s 
handling of the November 8 death 
of a Spokane gay man with AIDS 
reflected “tremendous insensitivi¬ 
ty” and unprofessional bias. 

In the incident, brAmend de¬ 
layed the planned cremation of 
39-year-old Seattle cosmetologist 
Curtis Babcock for several days, 
by ordering an autopsy - which 
specifically requested “cogent 
comments” on the condition of the 
deceased’s “ano-rectal region.” 

The forensic patholo^gt as¬ 
signed to the case flatly refused to 
perform the autopsy, saying it was 
an unnecessary “invasion of priva¬ 
cy,” a waste of taxpayer’s money, 
and an anti-gay “witch-hunt ... 
conducted under the guise of some 
sort of quasi-scientific endeavor.” 

Babcock’s physician has also 
filed a complaint against Amend 
with the Spokane County Medical 
Society in connection with the 
anti-gay incident. 

“His first question was whether 
Curtis was a practicing sodomist 
[sic],” Daniel Coulston, MD, told 
the Spokane Spokesman-Review. 
“I said that’s irrelevant.” 

Babcock learned he was HIV¬ 
positive 14 years ago, according to 
the Spokesman-Review, and as¬ 


sumed he contracted the disease 
through sex. 

Needless distress 

“You can see why I’m so 
adamant about not being called a 
‘coroner,’” Stephens told the Bay 
Area Reporter, when he learned 
about Amend’s actions. “It sounds 
like he’s homophobic.” 

Stephens said that Amend’s ac¬ 
tions caused needless distress to 
Babcock’s family, and that the 
coroner’s request for the autopsy 
had nothing to do with “legitimate 
medico-legal investigation.” 

Amend’s actions in the case 
have also drawn heated reaction 
from the San Francisco-based Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association, a group of 1,800 
physicians. 

“It’s an outrageous and blatant 
example of homophobia,” said 
GLMA president Val Ulstad, MD, 
a Minneapolis, Minnesota-based 
cardiologist. “It’s just unbeliev¬ 
able. 

“This is the antithesis of what 
medical care is about - to say 
nothing of the torture and suffer¬ 
ing caused to this man’s family 
and friends, his loved ones and 
partner,” Ulstad said. 

Ulstad also said the public 
needed to be educated that such 
incidents reflect the pervasive 
anti-gay bias and prejudice direct¬ 
ed toward the lesbian and gay 
community.

Hawaii Gender- 
Neutral Marriage 
Report Due Soon

A commission created by the 
Hawaii State Legislature to study 
and make recommendations on 
the granting of legal and other 
benefits to domestic partners is 
about to submit its final report, 
and state legislators may not be 
happy with the outcome of the 
commission’s work. As made pub¬ 
lic earlier in its draft report, the 
seven-member commission, ap¬ 
pointed by Hawaii’s governor, is 
recommending to the legislature 
that same-gender couples be al¬ 
lowed to marry. 

Of the seven commission 
members, two are gay and five are 
heterosexual. The recommenda¬ 
tion to legalize same-gender mar¬ 
riage is not unanimous. Two of the 
members do not agree with the 
recommendation and do, in fact, 
want a constitutional amendment 
to ban same-gender marriage. The 
two are both lawyers for the 
Rutherford Institute, which has 
consistently campaigned against 
all forms of civil rights legislation 
favoring homosexuals. 

The majority recommendation 
by the Commission on Sexual Ori¬ 
entation and the Law sharply con¬ 
trasts with the state law that creat¬ 
ed it in the first place. The com¬ 


mission was created in 1994 as 
part of a legislation banning same- 
gender marriage. That legislation 
clarifies the definition of marriage 
as exclusively between “one man 
and one woman.” 

The commission’s recommen¬ 
dation is considered a blow to the 
state’s case on same-gender mar¬ 
riage now pending in the Hawaii 
Circuit Court. The 1990 class-ac¬ 
tion lawsuit filed by three same- 
sex couples who were refused 
marriage licenses by the state was 
sent back to the Circuit Court in a 
decision handed in May 1993 by 
the Hawaii Supreme Court. In its 
ruling, the high court required the 
state to come up with a “com¬ 
pelling interest” for its continued 
ban on same-gender marriage. The 
commission’s recommendation 
virtually implies that the state 
does not have this “compelling in¬ 
terest.” The rehearing of the case 
by the Circuit Court is scheduled 
for July 1996. 

One of the groups that is very 
pleased with the commission’s re¬ 
port is the Hawaii Equal Rights 
Marriage Project (HERMP), 
which has been involved in politi¬ 
cal and media advocacy as well as 
grassroots mobilization in support 
of same-gender marriage. 
HERMP rallied the local gay and 


lesbian community as well as out- 
of-state supporters when the 
Hawaii State Legislature held 
hearings on the legislation ban¬ 
ning same-gender marriage. 
HERMP likewise rallied the com¬ 
munity to write letters of support 
to the Commission on Sexual Ori¬ 
entation and the Law’s draft report 
recommending that same-gender 
marriage be allowed in Hawaii. 

How - or if - the state legisla¬ 
ture will deal with the commis¬ 
sion’s report is unclear. Tom Ram¬ 
sey, HERMP’s co-coordinator, 
told the B.A.R. that the commis¬ 
sion’s report is “advice” to the leg¬ 
islators. 

“While the commission’s re¬ 
port will help set the public cli¬ 
mate in favor of same-gender mar¬ 
riage, we are fearful that the legis¬ 
lators will not act on, or simply ig¬ 
nore, the report,” Ramsey said. 

Part of the voluminous docu¬ 
ment prepared by the commission 
was a listing of close to 500 
statutes granting legal and other 
benefits to married couples. This 
finding by the commission lends 
credence to what many supporters 
of legalizing same-gender mar¬ 
riage believe about domestic part¬ 
nership benefits not being at par 
with those extended to married 
couples. T

The Palo Alto, California city 
clerk started working Tuesday, 
December 12 on the final details 
of a plan to establish a registry of 
gay and other unmarried couples 
who want to formalize their rela¬ 
tionships at City Hall. 

The registry will allow unmar¬ 
ried couples to do what they can¬ 
not do under state or federal laws 
- formally declare their status as 
domestic partners and obtain a 
certificate declaring their partner¬ 
ship. 

The council has directed the 
city clerk to analyze the cost of 
administering the program and 
recommend a final fee for council 
approval. The registry fee will 
probably be about $45 and will 
entirely cover the cost of adminis¬ 
tering the program, officials said. 

The clerk was also instructed 
to establish the needed paperwork 
for the registry and other forms for 
couples who want to dissolve their 
domestic partnership status. 

The council passed the plan 
Monday - without opposition. 

“I didn’t have a single call on 
this,” Mayor Joe Simitian said in 


disbelief Tuesday. 

In California, only a few cities 
register partners, including San 
Francisco, Berkeley, Los Angeles, 
West Hollywood, Laguna Beach, 
Long Beach, and Santa Monica. 

The registry idea came to the 
council’s attention in August when 
some local residents wrote a letter 
to the mayor and other council 
members pitching the idea. 

“So I sat down with a couple of 
these folks in my office and I said, 
‘Okay, tell me what you want to 
do and why,”’ Simitian said. “As it 
was described to me, I thought it 
sounded fine.” 

The council voted 6-1, with 
two members absent. The one dis¬ 


senting vote. Councilman Dick 
Rosenbaum, voted against the reg¬ 
istry because he thought hetero¬ 
sexual couples should be excluded 
since they have the option of for¬ 
malizing their relationship in mar¬ 
riage. 

Couples who register may be 
able to take advantage of reduced 
rates at health clubs, transfer fre¬ 
quent flier mileage, and visit their 
partners at the hospital during 
family hours, among other possi¬ 
ble benefits, officials said. 

“The third reason was largely 
symbolic: it’s a vehicle by which 
same-sex partners might make 
some more formal statement about 
their relationship,” Simitian said. ▼

'Police can beat you up - 
and turn around and sue you'

Two men who filed a police 
misconduct complaint with the 
city of San Jose last year have 
been ordered to pay $5,000 to po¬ 
lice officers who claim the men 
slandered them during the 
process. 

San Jose residents Bill Wein- 
erth and Vladie Mojica, both 
openly gay, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter they plan to appeal the 
small claims court decision hand¬ 
ed down last month. The case was 
found in favor of five police offi¬ 
cers who told the judge their per¬ 
sonnel files were tarnished by ac¬ 
cusations the men made. 

Police Auditor Teresa Daley 
said that many more decisions like 
this can be expected because of a 
new state law allowing police offi¬ 
cers to sue citizens if a misconduct 
complaint is decided in the police 
department’s favor. “That’s really 


scary,” she said. “I can’t under¬ 
stand it. The law should be there 
to encourage citizens to come for¬ 
ward,” and have complaints inves¬ 
tigated. 

Weinerth commented, 

“They’re saying that police can 
beat you up - and they can turn 
around and sue you.” 

Weinerth and Mojica have also 
filed a $25 million civil lawsuit 
against the city of San Jose for al¬ 
leged police brutality and false ar¬ 
rest in connection with the 1994 
arrest of Weinerth. A court date 
has not been set. 

Daley also told the B.A.R. that 
beginning in January, citizens will 
have to sign forms stating that any 
knowingly filed false reports will 
result in criminal charges, before 
they may file complaints. 

“One day,” Weinerth predicted, 
“[people] are going to wake up 
and their right to file a complaint 
is going to be gone.” ▼

Coping with AIDS?... 


by E.G.G. Allen 

Some 300 healthcare workers 
marched through the streets of San 
Francisco last Friday, December 8 
to protest the alleged mistreatment 
of elderly and terminally ill AIDS 
patients in nursing homes operat¬ 
ed by the Hillhaven corporation. 
The protesters charged that Hill¬ 
haven, with the aid of for-profit in¬ 
surance companies and HMOs, 
has been relentlessly driving to in¬ 
crease profits at the expense of pa¬ 
tients. 

According to the protesters, 
acute care hospitals have been 
using Hillhaven convalescent 
homes as medical warehouses to 
store patients who still require 
medical care, between their hospi¬ 
tal visits. The problem, Hillhaven 
workers say, is that the corpora¬ 
tion is not using enough of the 
money it is taking in on acute care 
patients to increase its workforce 
or pay for training and equipment 
for present workers. 

Vince Quackenbush, a member 
of the Lesbian/Gay Labor Alliance 
and the SEIU local 14, stated, 
“Acute care hospitals are sending 
longterm patients to places like 
Hillhaven. Because Hillhaven 
staff are not trained to deal with 
terminal illness, terminally ill pa¬ 
tients constantly suffer from poor 
healthcare. A large number of pa¬ 
tients sent to Hillhaven are AIDS 
and HIV-related cases.” 

The San Francisco strike was 
not an isolated incident, but one of 
many throughout the U.S. by 
workers who have been denied de¬ 
cent wages, on-site training, and 
job security; they say they are 
falling into poverty and homeless¬ 
ness while affordable healthcare 
rises steadily out of reach. 

According to Albert Land, pro¬ 
fessor of labor studies at Laney 
College, “The march that took 
place last Friday is a sign that 
workers - because of declining 
working conditions and unfair 


San Mateo Responds 
to HIV and Prisoners

For the past two and a half 
years the San Mateo County AIDS 
Program has worked with a popu¬ 
lation of HIV/AIDS clients whose 
lives are already full of enough 
drama without their diagnosis: re¬ 
cently released inmates from San 
Quentin and Vacaville prisons. 

“Whether they are popular or 
not, they are going to re-enter our 
community,” said A. Gene Copel- 
lo. Director of the San Mateo 
County AIDS Program. “We feel 
there is a critical need to provide 
this service in state prison to those 
who are returning to our county 
for our services.” 

Meredith DuHamel, Client 
Services Coordinator, described a 
process that begins with monthly 
visits to HIV-positive inmates at 
the facilities about two months be¬ 
fore their release. “We have found 
that compliance with discharge 
plans increases dramatically if the 
inmates have developed a relation¬ 
ship with our staff in advance of 
their release,” said DuHamel. 
These plans include finding 
healthcare, housing, substance 


abuse treatment programs, and 
other related services. While they 
are there, DuHamel said that 
HIV/AIDS prevention and treat¬ 
ment materials are handed out. 

This type of intensive case 
management is necessary to get 
them into the medical system and 
the social services system if they 
are unable to work, said Copello. 
It also helps them keep up with 
their program once released. 

“Developing trust and a per¬ 
sonal relationship with the in¬ 
mates is crucial to the success of 
this program,” DuHamel told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We bring 
them ear plugs, newspapers, and 
other personal items. ... The fam¬ 
ilies of the inmates also appreciate 
our services; we can give them up¬ 
dates on their husband’s or son’s 
condition.” 

She said she and her staff try to 
seal the agreements they made be¬ 
fore their release by picking them 
up at the front gate of the prison, 
in order to get them immediately 
into the healthcare system. By 
doing this, “We have had over.a 90 
percent compliance rate with all 
appointments,” said DuHamel. ▼

labor practices - are becoming 
more willing to fight for justice 
and their rights, and not just roll 
over.” 

Quackenbush said he blames 
the massive resurrecting of the 
country’s healthcare system for 
what is happening at Hillhaven. 
Besides the obvious impact of 
substandard healthcare on people 
with AIDS, he said, “Healthcare is 
a gay/lesbian issue, because it is a 
worker’s issue. Ten percent of the 
members of each union in San 
Francisco are gay/lesbian work¬ 
ers, and are important to the econ¬ 
omy of this city.” T

Thymus Transplantation 
To Restore the 
Immune System

n experimental and rela¬ 
tively non-invasive pro- 
j < # cedure that may restore 
® the immune system in 
adults with HIV/AIDS is about to 
begin. One of the 
primary organs of 
the immune system, 
the thymus, is re¬ 
sponsible for the 
maturation of T- 
cells, and thymic 
tissue can be trans¬ 
planted into people 
with AIDS. Based 
on a limited under¬ 
standing of this 
organ, experiments 
have been per¬ 
formed to test its 
purpose in the im¬ 
mune system. Thy¬ 
mus transplantation 
is not science fic¬ 
tion and has been performed in 
the past with some success. 

The thymus is a small walnut¬ 
sized organ located above the** 
heart. Scientists believe that it 
acts as a school for teaching T- 
cells their function. The organ is 
divided into two parts, the cortex 
and the medulla. The immature T- 
cells migrate from the bone mar¬ 
row and enter the cortex of the 
thymus, where they become thy¬ 
mocytes. 

Then a small percentage of 
thymocytes go into the medulla 
to continue the maturation 
process, and go into the blood¬ 
stream as immunocompetent 
“taught” T-cells. These are the T- 
cells that are hopefully restored 
in thymic transplantation. 

As people mature the thymus 
becomes “involuted” (shriveled). 
This is possibly the reason the el¬ 
derly have a reduced ability to 
fight infection. Studies have 
shown that adults over the age of 
20 have difficulty refurbishing 
their immune systems that are de¬ 
stroyed after extensive radiation. 
Stress and HIV infection might 
also cause the architecture of the 
thymus gland to wear out; how¬ 
ever, it is not clear how involved 
the thymus is in HIV disease. 

Studies of autopsies in AIDS, 
as well as in other illnesses, have 
shown that the thymus is serious¬ 
ly damaged. However, autopsied 
thymuses may be shriveled sim¬ 
ply from the trauma and stress of 
death. 

The first experiments indicat¬ 
ing a relationship between the 
thymus and immune function 
came from removing the thymus 
of newborn mice. These mice suf¬ 
fered from a lack of T-cells and 
an increase in infectious disease. 
Later, children with DiGeorge 
syndrome (a rare disorder of the 
thymus) were studied for answers 
on the function of the immune 
system without the thymus. Stud¬ 
ies of thymic transplantation in 
this population have given us a 
model for possible transplants in 
HIV, and ideas for future re¬ 
search. Even though thymic 
transplantation worked in HIV¬ 
positive children with young thy¬ 
mus glands, it is not entirely 
clear, given the condition of the 
mature thymus, if the transplanta¬ 
tion will work in adults with 
AIDS. 

The March 1987 Archives of 
Internal Medicine : Vol. 147 in¬ 
cluded a study on thymus frag¬ 


ments transplanted into 15 people 
with AIDS. In eight of the pa¬ 
tients, there was an increase in T8 
cells, but not of T4 cells. This in¬ 
crease in T8 cells was associated 
with some clinical improvement. 
This study speculated that thymic 
transplants alone may not restore 
the immune system but should be 
studied as part of the strategy for

immune reconstitution. Thymic 
transplantation is being revisited 
now with better technology. 

The hope is that transplants in 
combination with stronger anti¬ 
retroviral treatments and other 
immune restoration techniques 
will allow one’s body to regener¬ 
ate its immune function. 

From these studies, one could 
speculate that an increase in 
thymic activity, in addition to a 
boost of the body’s production of 
thymocytes, may help one to re¬ 
store immune function. Thymic 
transplants may be especially ex¬ 
citing to people with depleted T- 
cells, because if you are at an age 
where your thymus has naturally 
atrophied, there is concern that 
even if your body can produce 
more immature T-cells, if the thy¬ 
mus is not functioning, those thy¬ 
mocytes may not go through the 
maturation process necessary to 
make them immunocompetent. 

Thymic transplantation was 
the focal point at the Project In¬ 
form Immune Restoration Think 
Tank in Houston, and most atten¬ 
dees agreed that the procedure 
was ready for further clinical 
study in adults. Community rep¬ 
resentatives from ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate and Project Inform gave 
input into the protocol, and a few 
patients will receive the proce¬ 
dure this month. Immunologists 
Richard Hong, from the Universi¬ 
ty of Vermont Genetics Lab, and 
John Dwyer from Prince of Wales 
Hospital in Sydney, Australia are 
the primary investigators. 

Ethical and statistical consid¬ 
erations were debated at the 
Think Tank. Should the trial in¬ 
volve sixty people or thirty peo¬ 
ple with only two “healthier” 
arms? What viral load number 
should be allowed? Should IL-2 
therapy also be administered? 
These and other questions were 
discussed at length, but will not 
delay the first transplants going 
ahead this month. 

The operation is not a trans¬ 
plant as we like to think of trans¬ 
plants. Discarded thymic tissue is 
collected from children who have 
had surgery for congenital car¬ 
diac problems. (The surgery re¬ 
quires removal of part of the thy¬ 
mus.) The tissue is sliced micro- 
thin in a high tech Vegematic-like 
device. The slices are then pre¬ 
pared in culture for 10 to 14 days, 
and chemicals are added to kill 
pathogens that might be in the tis¬ 
sue. 


A small incision is made in the 
abdominal wall where the thymus 
slices are grafted into the recipi¬ 
ent. The recipient’s thymus is not 
removed. The procedure is so 
simple that an overnight stay in 
the hospital is all that is needed. 

The donor tissue is only par¬ 
tially genetically matched. Rejec¬ 
tion of the thymus graft in people 
with AIDS is thought 
to be minimal; howev¬ 
er, looking at rejection 
will be one of the 
aims of the study. 
Using partially 
matched tissue will 
enable more trans¬ 
plants to take place. 

Advances in our 
knowledge of HIV 
pathogenesis, and bet¬ 
ter understanding of 
the immune system 
coupled with better 
anti-retrovirals and 
improved laboratory 
technology will en¬ 
able thymic transplan¬ 
tation to move forward. The hope 
is that with this technology the 
immune system can be repaired 
for people with HIV. ▼

Leal Goes to the Bank 
Again for Equality

San Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal will ask First Interstate 
Bank to reconsider a decision that 
denies workers domestic partners 
benefits. 

The company recently sent a 
memo to its 22,800 employees 
throughout the western United 
States, notifying them that an ex¬ 
ecutive committee had carefully 
considered such a proposal but de¬ 
cided to reject the idea. 

In 1993 Leal successfully lob¬ 
bied the bank to reinstate its sexu¬ 
al orientation clause in non-dis¬ 
crimination affirmative action 
statements provided prospective 
workers and employees. 

The bank denied it had 
scrapped such language because 
of homophobia, but quickly re¬ 
added the clause in the face of a 
growing public relations problem 
due to vocal criticism by activists 
and Leal. 

“I and other members of the 
board will be very interested to 
know why the administrative 
committee did not wish to recom¬ 
mend such benefits. They would 
increase worker’s productivity 
and create a better, happier work 
force,” Leal said. 

The bank estimated that just 
280 - out of 28,000 - workers 
would want the benefits protec¬ 
tions for their heterosexual or ho¬ 
mosexual domestic partners, ac¬ 
cording to a memo obtained by 


the Bay Area Reporter. 

According to the memo by 
First Interstate vice-president 
Kate Dwyer, the decision was 
based on costs the bank would 
have to assume in paying for em¬ 
ployer premium subsidies for em¬ 
ployees’ dependents. The commit¬ 
tee also said that few corporations 
- and no banks - that offered sim¬ 
ilar benefit packages had the do¬ 
mestic partners package. 

The executive committee said 
it considered and discussed “soci¬ 
etal changes, employer practices, 
financial impact, tax, and admin¬ 
istrative implications.” 

A First Interstate Bank em¬ 
ployee, who declined to be identi¬ 
fied because he feared reprisal, 
was highly critical of the propos¬ 
al’s rejection. 

‘This is the company which 
has seen its healthcare costs de¬ 
cline in each of the last three 
years,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “The same company 
which has been forced to rebate a 
portion of previously-paid health¬ 
care premiums to its employees 
due to overzealous cost contain¬ 
ment. 

“This is the same company 
which has reported record earn¬ 
ings year after year - after laying 
off thousands of employees.” 

The bank has major markets 
throughout the West, including 
Seattle, Portland, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, San Diego, Phoenix, 
Denver, Dallas, and Houston. ▼

“The primary purpose of my 
trip was to go meet these people, 
and also to introduce OrchidMa¬ 
nia to orchid growers there,” he 
told the B.A.R. “I also met with as¬ 
sociations that we already fund 
and talked to other groups who 
might need our help.” 

Like their American counter¬ 
parts on the grassroots level, 
Thompson said, “They have made 
great sacrifices to do this. They es¬ 
sentially live at poverty level.” 

In Thailand, Thompson met 
with Natee Teerarrajjanapongs, of 
the Fraternity for AIDS Cessation 
in Thailand (FACT). In addition to 
visiting brothels, FACT began the 
White Line Dance Troupe, which 
performs skits about safe sex in 
schools and hospitals. 

Thompson said the greatest 
area of improvement was the new 
willingness by Bangkok sex work¬ 
ers’ bosses to allow HIV preven¬ 
tion activists into the brothels. 
“There was a time when the sex 
clubs and brothels really didn’t 
want safe sex education and found 


it disruptive,” he said, because 
there is a tremendous amount of 
resistance among customers to 
using condoms. “As I was told, 
‘The customer is always king.’ 
Now, however, these groups are 
invited in by the businesses. 

“Thanks entirely to these 
groups, most sex workers are now 
able to turn down their customers 
without any reprisals from the 
management.” 

Groups such as FACT and Em¬ 
power depend entirely on contri¬ 
butions from outside their own 
countries, unless their own gov¬ 
ernments begin to recognize the 
problem and begin funding HIV 
education. 

Unfortunately, from what he 
saw, Thompson said that’s not 
very likely to happen. There still is 
virtually no government support 
for safe sex education, and the 
only prevention funds other coun¬ 
tries provided Thailand or Viet¬ 
nam was a single $1 million grant 
to the Vietnamese government by 
the U.N. Agency for International 
Development. ▼

I t may strike many in the West 
as incredible, but safe sex ed¬ 
ucator Doug Thompson 
swears his efforts to explain 
basic HIV prevention techniques 
to sex workers in the economic 
capitols of Thailand and Vietnam 
are pioneering ones. 

Thompson is president of San 
Francisco-based OrchidMania, 
which sells donated orchid plants 
and then donates the proceeds to 
HIV/AIDS organizations. He re¬ 
cently returned from Thailand and 
Vietnam with plans to go back in 
February with condoms and writ¬ 
ten materials in Vietnamese about 
male-to-male transmission. “They 
don’t know what a condom is,” 
Thompson told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “much less how to use 
one.” 

During his travels he met with 
former Vietnam War activist 
Noiapisuk, who founded the HIV 
education group Empower in 
1989. “She couldn’t stop being an 
activist,” he said. 

Thompson said that recent in¬ 
dicators list Vietnam as the sec- 
ond-most-rapidly developing 
economy in the world, ranking 
just behind China. One Viet¬ 
namese cottage industry develop¬ 
ing among those trying to escape 
poverty is selling so-called “sex 
vacations.” Thompson now fears 
the proliferation of HIV infection 
is inevitable unless more people 
learn to practice safe sex.

/ ust when you think avant-garde theater can be nothing but pretentious and boring, 
along comes a crafty troupe that can put a canny spin on a dusty classic. Fifth 
Floor Productions, in association with the Eureka Theatre, has resurrected its pro¬ 
duction of Orestes, which the troupe performed for a short run earlier this year. 
Set in an insane asylum a la Marat/Sade, this Orestes (adapted from Euripides by 
Charles L. Mee, Jr.) has the advantage of being produced in one of the most intriguing 
theater spaces in the city. Decrepit Nourse Auditorium on Hayes Street is a transport¬ 
ing backdrop for the high-speed craziness of this production. Once a beautiful theater, 
the auditorium has been stripped of its stage and most of its seats. Fewer than 10 rows 
remain in the back of the theater under the balcony, so the better part of the theater 
space is used to full advantage by the company. 

Directed with muscle by Kenn Watt, this Orestes is manic, frenzied, funny and in-

Paul Taylor Dance Company Returns to the Bay Area 


m ast weekend the Paul Taylor Dance Company, look- 
M ing as sleek and healthy as it has in years, appeared 
at the Yerba Buena Center for the Arts. For the first 
MK time in my 20-plus years of watching Taylor, I saw 
overt homosexuality onstage — and it wasn’t dark or tor¬ 
mented either, but cheerful, exuberant, even funny. And 
that’s not just a woman’s opinion. Several gay male 
friends, when questioned about whether the women in 
Arden Court looked a little peaked, responded, 
“Women? I didn’t notice any women.” 

No kidding. With six mouth-watering guys stripped 
to the waist, their washboard abs flexing above glittering 
spandex tights, who, besides me (trying to be critical), was 
looking at the women? Court has long been a Taylor sig¬ 
nature piece, but as an innocent musical romp, not as a 
turn-on with subtext. Maybe I’m just reacting to the 
last time I saw the Taylor company, when its leading 
man, Christopher Gillis, was so ill; David Parsons, an¬ 
other resident hunk, had departed to start his own com¬ 
pany; and Elie Chaib was about to retire. 

Anyway, the new guys have quickly become a virtuosic ensemble, each 
with his own distinctive personality or physical characteristic (one could make 
a fetish of David Grenke’s chest hair), yet musical and homogenous. (The 
company manager confirmed that they pump iron, a question I had to ask be¬ 
cause few modern dancers are as ripped as Andrew Asnes, Patrick Corbin or Hernando Cortez.) Now, when you 
have all this finely-tuned pulchritude at your disposal, you have to do something distinctive with it, and I’m not 
sure that either new piece — Offenbach Overtures or Funny Papers — is worthy of the dancers.

scrutable. Even at its most far- 
flung, this tale of one messed-up 
Greek family is never less than en¬ 
gaging. The chaos of the asylum is 


well choreographed, and the ac¬ 
tors employ a restrained discipline 

— even in the wildest of moments 

— that keeps the show from be¬ 
coming self-indulgent. 

The whole merry band of 
Greeks we’ve come to know and 
love from the House of Atreus are 
present and in crisis. Orestes (An¬ 
drew Hurteau) and sister Electra 
(Nina Gold) are about to be tried 
as murderers, and Helen of Troy 
(of ship-launching face fame), 
brazenly and energetically por¬ 
trayed by Carmen Elena Sosa, 
keeps bursting into the scene to re¬ 
mind everyone of the already-fad¬ 
ing glories of the Trojan War. 

Throw in a chorus of red-clad 
nurses and a score of very funny 
“inmates” and you’ve got yourself 
a whirling dervish of a Greek 
tragedy laced with resonant refer¬ 
ences to pop culture (the Hill- 
Thomas hearings, the media, 
celebrity glorification) that never 
stops moving or pulling rabbits 
from its hat. 

Gay wunderkind Danny 
Scheie, who directed the current 
Theatre Rhino hit Desk Set, por¬ 
trays Tapemouth Man, a Vietnam- 
type vet in a wheelchair with tape 
over his mouth. But once that char¬ 
acter gets dragged off to an ugly 
end, Scheie returns for the finale 
portraying Apollo, a rollerblading 
god, the deus ex machina sent to 
render a happy ending. Scheie is 
an absolute delight with his chirpy 
voice and assured presence. He’s 
just as good on stage as he is be¬ 
hind the scenes.

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Weslia Whitfield Wows 'Em at Plush Room 


At the Top of Her Game

I eslia Whitfield is the 
reason cabaret was 
born. Consummate 
musical skill, deft lyric 
interpretation and abundant good 
humor make Whitfield one of the 
most pleasurable cabaret singers 
of our time. The singer is back in 
town at the Plush Room after hav¬ 
ing moved to Manhattan (the 
cabaret capital of the world) last 
year. The intimacy of the newly 
refurbished and cozy Plush Room 
affords audiences the pleasure of 
hearing, as well as seeing, a true 
master at work. 

Titled Street of Dreams be¬ 
cause, as Whitfield says, they 
make you choose a title, this Plush 
Room show is 90 minutes of sheer 
bliss as Whitfield sings, the bril¬ 
liant Michael Greensill plays 
piano, and the expert Dean Reilly 
plucks the upright bass through a 
well-chosen set of 14 songs. 

What every singer needs to be 
great is a pianist/musical director 
who can create arrangements and 
accompaniment that are sterling 
on their own but when combined 
with the singer’s own unique tal¬ 
ents, result in something greater 
than the sum of the parts. Whit¬ 
field’s ace here is Greensill, a pi¬ 
anist/arranger of enormous talent 
and personality, who supports and 
challenges Whitfield at every 
turn, providing surprises and 
fresh energy to the gems of the 
great American songbook — 
show tunes, pop tunes by Rodgers 
and Hart, Cole Porter, Irving 
Berlin et al —*• he and Whitfield 
perform. 

If it’s true what they say, that 
God is in the details, then Whit¬ 
field’s show is truly a religious ex¬ 
perience. This trio of musicians 
produces so many finely crafted, 
intensely focused and enormously 
satisfying moments that the show 


provides one epiphany after an¬ 
other. To listen to Whitfield’s 
strong, pure voice as it glides 
through Kern and Hammerstein’s 
touching and admittedly senti¬ 
mental “Folks Who Live On the 
Hill” is to hear the song exactly as 
it was meant to be heard. Whether 
she’s interpreting a sad ballad like 
“Ghost of a Chance” or swinging 
a giddy tune like Johnny Mercer’s 
sassy “Bob White,” Whitfield dis¬ 
plays a vocal dexterity that is in 
total control of every note, every 
inflection, every caress and punch. 
Her style is subdued — she does¬ 
n’t act out the song, weep salty 
tears or make coy with the words. 
But there’s passion in Whitfield, 
passion for the songs themselves. 
The beauty of her interpretation, 
aside from the crystalline purity of 
the voice itself, is that she leaves it 
to her audience to react to the 
song, to find the meanings in the 
words and the emotions in the 
melody. 

Listening to Whitfield is one of 
life’s ultimate pleasures, but you 
can stay home and do that. Her 


CDs are glorious examples of her 
art, especially Nice Work, her most 
recent But watching Whitfield at 
work, especially in the up-close 
Plush Room, yields delights that 
only heighten the vocal experi¬ 
ence. Whitfield never does too 
much — her face is just expressive 
enough. The hint of a smile, a 
wistful look in the eye, the precise 
gesture of a hand and the glow of 
a well-told joke illuminate and 
complement the singer’s perfor¬ 
mance. 

We’re lucky to have her back, 
if only for a little while. The Plush 
Room should be packed to the 
rafters every night. Seeing and 
hearing Weslia Whitfield is a rare 
and wonderful opportunity to hear 
great songs sung in a blissfully un¬ 
affected yet captivatingly artful 
way. It just doesn’t get any better 
than this. ▼

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Yuletide Ride With ‘In the Life’

j| 1 ohn Scagliotti and Charles 
Ignacio, producers of In 
I ; the Life, the nation’s only 
g a y and lesbian variety 
show, have assembled a warm hol¬ 
iday package focusing on religion, 
leadership and the holidays. 
Katherine Linton hosts the show, 
which airs locally on KQED-9 on 
December 19 at 11 p.m. 

The episode begins with gay 


and lesbian students at the Univer¬ 
sity of Notre Dame discussing ho¬ 
mosexuality in Roman Catholic 
institutions. Whilst the school’s 
administration stresses its reluc¬ 
tance to embrace a homosexual 
student organization, students ad¬ 
dress the need for a visible cam¬ 
pus support group to help students 
who are coming to terms with 
their sexuality. 

The segment features an inter¬ 
view with Dr. Mark Jordan, pro¬ 


fessor of Medieval Studies at 
Notre Dame, who says that “Don’t 
ask, don’t tell” has been the 
Catholic Church’s policy on ho¬ 
mosexuality for centuries. Ac¬ 
cording to Jordan, only three fac¬ 
ulty members are “out” at Notre 
Dame; others stay closeted for 
fear of losing their jobs if they 
come out. 

Next, In the Life speaks with 
“Stephan K” who survived Nazi 
persecution at age 17 for being in 
love with another man. Stephan K 
documents horrifying hormonal ex¬ 
periments and castration in the con¬ 
centration camps. The show also 
visits the U.S. Holocaust Memorial 
Museum in Washington, D.C., one 
of the first museums in the world to 
feature a display explaining the ori¬ 
gin of the pink triangle — the sym¬ 
bol homosexuals were branded 
with during Hitler’s reign. Clips 
from Singing Out, a documentary 
about the LA Gay Men’s Chorus’ 
Eastern European tour, including 
their visit to a Nazi concentration 
camp, are also featured. 

In the Life’s Washington D.C. 
segment features an interview with 
President Clinton’s;Senior Advisor 
George Stephanopoulos, who dis¬ 
cusses the President’s support of 
the Employment Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act, as well as a discussion on 
lesbian and gay leadership in the 
nation’s capital. Elizabeth Birch, 
David Mixner, Melinda Paras, Ur- 
vashi Vaid and other prominent gay 
figures in D.C. are interviewed. 

Additional segments explore 
the difficulties lesbians and gays 
face during the holidays (just how 
do we deal with our straight rela¬ 
tives?) and how mainstream gay 
theater caters to gay men. The lat¬ 
ter segment is particularly inter¬ 
esting. Interviews with movers 
and shakers of the lesbian theater 
scene — Holly Hughes, The Five 
Lesbian Brothers, Anne Harris, 
founder of The Lesbian Exchange 
of New Drama, and Peggy Shaw, 
founder of the WOW cafe, one of 
the oldest lesbian performance 
spaces in the country — locate 
two reasons for the lack of Sap- 
phistication in today’s theater: 
women typically earn less money 
than men on the stage; a long¬ 
standing gay male connection to 
Broadway has usurped a lesbian 
presence. T

Boy George To 
Play The Fillmore

A lthough he’s managed to blow through town a couple of 
times over the past few years, the last time Boy George ac¬ 
tually performed in San Francisco was back in 1991, at 
Club DV8. Looking haggard and bloated, the Boy sang to 
a backing tape for barely half an hour, then unceremoniously left 
the stage. For a supposed “comeback” gig, it was less than stellar. 

But, hey, that was four years ago, right? That was before this 
year’s comeback, which included both the release of his juicy, 
name-dropping autobiography. Take It Like A Man, and his new 
rock album, Cheapness & Beauty. So it says something that his 
show this Saturday is taking place at a venue like The Fillmore in¬ 
stead of a dance club. 

For one thing, it shows that the Boy has abandoned the dance- 
pop drivel of his early solo career for something a bit edgier, some¬ 
thing a bit more rock-’n’-roll. And although Cheapness & Beauty 
does at times suffer from a certain derivative hard rock sound, the 
lyrical content is anything but formula. Dealing with themes such 
as homosexual love, closet cases, and AIDS, it is his most upfront, 
most out record yet. There is real intimacy to it, especially on the 
slower acoustic numbers, such as “II Adore.” 

With him, Boy George will be bringing along a seven-piece 
rock band that he says “kicks ass.” Though the set will be skewed 
more towards his recent material, there will be a smattering of old 
Culture Club hits thrown in, such as updated versions of “Karma 
Chameleon,” “Church of the Poison Mind” and “Do You Really 
Want To Hurt Me?” Hopefully, unlike the last lime, this “comeback 
show” will really signify a comeback. ▼

and Prokofiev. Happily, 
there is also extensive coverage of 
American composers, including 
Copland and Howard Hanson. 


There are even sec¬ 
tions on William 
Schuman (one of 
America’s most 
shamefully neglect¬ 
ed composers), 
Roger Sessions and 
Walter Piston. 

For those unfamil¬ 
iar with Steinberg’s 
vast legacy of musical 
annotation, it is safe to 
say that reading one 
chapter will prove ad¬ 
dictive. The writer’s un¬ 
biased ideas flow easily 
on all forms of musical 
expression. The chapters 
on Haydn, Shostakovich 
and Michael Tippett are 
particularly interesting, 
but readers will find their 
own favorite pages in this 
book, which is intended 
for repeated visits. 

At 678 pages. The Sym¬ 
phony: A Listener’s Guide 
is hardly a stocking stuffer, 
but it certainly deserves a 
place under every music 
lover’s tree this year. T

veryone has a special 
music lover on their Xmas 
gift list and Michael Stein¬ 
berg’s luxurious book The 
Symphony: A Listener’s Guide has 
arrived just in time for holiday 
gift-giving. 

Regular SF Symphony patrons 
have been reading Steinberg’s illu¬ 
minating program notes for 15 
years. His musicology is also in¬ 
fluential in Boston, where Stein¬ 
berg was the program annotator 
for the Boston Symphony, and in 
New York, where Steinberg cur¬ 
rently writes notes for the New 
York Philharmonic. Music lovers 
on both coasts know him as an ac¬ 
cessible and stimulating commen¬ 


tator. 

The only surprise about this 
engrossing compendium is that it 
took so long to appear. Perhaps 
only Andrew Porter — late of The 
New Yorker and currently em¬ 
ployed by Gramophone magazine 
— has made an equally important 
contribution to music writing in 
our time. Where Porter can some¬ 
times be a difficult read, however, 
Steinberg is consistently reader- 
friendly. The Symphony will prove 
enjoyable to both novices and afi¬ 
cionados. 

Though The Symphony has few 
if any drawbacks, one could carp 
about the book’s lack of personal 
data. Perhaps there was an early 
version of the book that included 
Steinberg’s memorable essay 
“How I Fell In Love With Music”? 
Its absence from the published 
book is conspicuous. It would 
have made an ideal preface. The

Paul Taylor has one of the bet¬ 
ter senses of humor in modern 
dance, but his two-piano Rite of 
Spring and the musically hilari¬ 
ous Public Domain are a lot fun¬ 
nier than these new works, in 
which the dancers seem like in¬ 
terchangeable pegs, dressed in 
aesthetically off-putting cos¬ 
tumes by Santo Loquasto — 
bright red for Offenbach ; satiny 
jumpsuits that are black on one 
side and white on the other (har 
har har) for Funny Papers. 

There is one episode in Offen¬ 
bach, however, that redeems the 
whole piece. To the martial 
strains of the “American Eagle 
Waltz,” Taylor parodies a tradi¬ 
tional 19th-century duel. Corbin 
and Richard Chen See are the an¬ 
tagonists,'supported by Asnes 
and Thomas Patrick. While the 
seconds jostle, bump and push 
each other in escalating macho 


fury, the duelists decide to make 
love, not war, and end up waltz¬ 
ing, embracing and finally run¬ 
ning off arm in arm for who 
knows what knightly adventure. 
It is an absolutely liberating 
scream of a piece, greeted with 
huge whoops of approval. 

I only wish I liked the rest of 
this one-joke Offenbach as well. 
Except for Lisa Viola’s tipsy 
routine, most of the humor falls 
flat — especially when lovers 
Grenke and Mary Cochran keep 
misplacing each other in the 
melee (yawn). On the other 
hand, the frothy music and too- 
determined silliness disguise 
some excruciatingly difficult 
choreography. I know Taylor 
claims never to use ballet steps, 
but his suspiciously classic turns 
were not executed with enough 
technical aplomb, and he scatters 
“cat jumps” {pas de chat ) 
throughout. 

Funny Papers includes over- 
the-head leg kicks — something 
else Taylor scorns as balletic, a 


“plebeian, low-class idea,” 
though I suppose he means it as a 
joke, too. Unfortunately, it is dif¬ 
ficult to satirize something that is 
already as low class as the novel¬ 
ty music in this piece. The 
“Oakeh Laughing Song” lays a 
huge egg; I can’t even remember 
the movement because the noise 
was so irritating. “Popeye the 
Sailor Man” is only amusing be¬ 
cause the muscular Asnes is so 
light on his feet as the punch- 
drunk spinach fancier. The chore¬ 
ography for “I Am Woman” (a 
man and woman repeating the 
same steps for an admiring oppo¬ 
site sex cheering section) is as 
forgettable as the song is hilari¬ 
ous, sung beguilingly off-key by 
Jo Stafford in her “Darlene Ed¬ 
wards” persona. 

With Taylor standards such as 
Cloven Kingdom , Esplanade and 
Roses getting definitive perfor¬ 
mances, it was the dancers not the 
new choreography that carried 
this return of Paul Taylor’s com¬ 
pany. I’m not complaining. ▼

Morris’s ability to anticipate and 
even foster change in the enter¬ 
tainment world was its hallmark. 
Its agent Harry Kalcheim had 
alerted his superiors to the singer’s 
star potential; even the older high¬ 
er-ups “got it.”

She directed 16 films between 
1927 and 1943 and was known as 
a “starmaker” at Paramount, where 
she nurtured the film careers of ac¬ 
tresses Esther Ralston, Ruth Chat- 
terton and others. Arzner is credit¬ 
ed with several technical innova¬ 
tions, including the fishpole mike, 
fashioned, legend has it, so that the 
effervescent Clara Bow would 
have more freedom of movement 
in her first talkie. The Wild Party. 

Like gay George Cukor, Arzn¬ 
er, who lived with the same 
woman companion from the early 
’30s into the ’70s, was pegged

A Hell of a Life 

Maureen Stapleton; Simon and 
Schuster, $24 

N ot so long ago even unau¬ 
thorized biographers of 
show-biz personalities 
showed restraint when it 
came to their subjects’ foibles and 
love affairs. Now the stars them¬ 
selves rush to tell all - perhaps as 
preemptive strikes, maybe as ther¬ 
apy. 

Maureen Stapleton has indeed 
had a hell of a life. She crossed 
paths with many luminaries of the 
stage and screen, among them Ten¬ 
nessee Williams, Marlon Brando, 
Colleen Dewhurst, Elizabeth Tay¬ 
lor and Laurence Olivier. She does¬ 
n’t mind telling her readers she’s an 
alcoholic, was a lousy wife and that 
she cusses like a truck driver. She 
even discusses her ten-year affair 
with the late George “Mr. Broad¬ 
way” Abbott, which began when 
he was 81 and she 43. 


For someone who trained at the 
Actors Studio - she performed a 
well-received scene from Anna 
Christie with Marilyn Monroe at a 
Method workshop - Stapleton is 
surprisingly “at a loss as to how to 
describe” her craft: “Listen, acting 
is acting. Your task is to keep the 
audience awake and interested, 
and make no mistake, keeping 
them awake is numero uno." Later 
on she’s a little more specific, par¬ 
ticularly when she outlines the dif¬ 
ferences between film and theater 
acting. Her book’s a good read, 
with just the right quotient of dish, 
personal anecdotes and show-biz 
lore. 

The Agency: William Morris and 
the Hidden History of Show 
Business by Frank Rose; Harper- 
Business, $30 

nyone harboring notions 
. ■ | of the entertainment busi- 
v i ness as anything but a den 
mfmk of vipers is kindly direct¬ 
ed to Frank Rose’s examination of 
the William Morris Agency. It’s a 
fascinating history of the era from 
vaudeville to the present, as seen 
through the activities of the leg¬ 
endary talent office. 

Reputable folks such as the 
original William Morris and his 
successor Abe Lastfogel do pop 
up, but they’re continually doing 
battle with schemers - from the 
vaudeville syndicates of the 1900s 
and 1910s to Hollywood moguls 
past and present - trying to mo¬ 
nopolize the talent pool. At one 
point mid-century the shady char¬ 
acters include the Mafia, which 
becomes a major player, both 
within the agency and without. 

Well into the 1970s, William 


early on as a “woman’s director.” 
Her gender allegedly granted her a 
special window into the feminine 
psyche. She was praised for this 
early in her career, but Mayne il¬ 
lustrates through excerpts from re¬ 
views of Arzner’s films that she 
was just as often criticized for 
weak male characters or for letting 
her “feminine perspective” under¬ 
mine her narrative. 

Latter-day analysts of Arzner’s 
major pictures have debated their 
social critique of women’s roles - 
or lack thereof. Some find films 
such as Christopher Strong and 
Craig’s Wife “subversive,” while 
others assert that their deep roots 
in Hollywood convention nullify 
any potentially liberating mes¬ 
sages. Mayne negotiates a shrewd 
path between these two extremes, 
crediting Arzner with “locating 
the ‘discourse of the woman’ cen¬ 
ter stage” and outlining how the 
town’s shifting priorities over the 
years affected Arzner’s output.

L ocal photographer Howard Roffman will be signing 
copies of his first book. The Edge of Desire (Bruno 
Gmunder Verlag, $34.95), at A Different Light Book¬ 
store, 489 Castro Street, on Friday, December 15, 7-9 
p.m. Joining Roffman will be some of his best-known models, 
who, like the photographer, also have a following of their own. 
Roffman’s work, which has of late been getting quite a reputa¬ 
tion in Europe, especially Amsterdam and London, is several 
cuts above the run-of-the-mill garcons-sans-vetements school 
of photography (read: poorly lit, badly composed) so prevalent 
in “gay art.” The subjects here are easy on the eye, to be sure, 
but seem almost unconscious of their own attractiveness, 
though not quite. The result is a surprisingly intimate book of 
photographs in which a variety of young men of surpassing 
beauty reveal themselves to the camera in a way which goes be¬ 
yond merely taking off their clothes (which many of them, 
thankfully, also do). The Edge of Desire is the perfect Christ¬ 
mas gift for the connoisseur of the male face and figure. Give 
it pride of place on your coffee table; only make sure some 
overappreciative guest doesn’t walk off with it. ▼

Gratuitous Grief 


The Medicine Burns by Adam 
Klein; High Risk Books/Ser- 
penfs Tail, $11.99

O ne of the hallmarks of 
modem, so-called experi¬ 
mental fiction is the re¬ 
birth of the first-person 
narrative. High Risk Books/Ser¬ 
pent’s Tail has been doing its part 
both to create and foster that re¬ 
naissance, and its publication of 
Adam Klein’s The Medicine 
Burns illustrates the point. 

The “linked stories” that make 
up The Medicine Burns read like a 
series of journal entries by a gifted, 
emotionally troubled adolescent. 
The “I” is omnipresent, with both 
the ruthless self-revelation and the 
relentless narcissism that such a 
point of view entails. Together, in 
fact, Klein’s “stories” constitute 
the loose autobiography of a sin¬ 
gle, desultory life: In the first, the 
narrator is a young boy trying out 
drag from his mother’s closet; in 
the last, he has grown into a man 
who flies to Benares to die of 
AIDS. Yet Klein concerns himself 
only vaguely along the way with 
the creation of a fictive reality 
(about mid-book we learn that the 
narrator’s name is also Adam). 

The Medicine Burns is a feint 
at the kind of literature of dissolu¬ 
tion that David Wojnarowicz mas¬ 
tered (and which, for a mercifully 
brief time, was called “transgres¬ 
sive”), but one becomes over¬ 
whelmed by Klein’s accumulation 
of appalling details that ultimately 
illustrate no particular point. Even 
Klein’s use of physical deformity 
as a stand-in for emotional scarifi¬ 
cation is clumsy. He gives his 
characters acne, keloids, needle 
tracks, Kaposi’s lesions, even a 
club foot - shades of Maugham’s 
Philip Carey in ' Of Human 
Bondage - but explores the obvi¬ 
ous metaphors only superficially. 

Klein is clever and talented, 
but The Medicine Burns betrays 
his limitations. Above all, his 
book is a reminder that there is 
nothing necessarily experimental 
or avant-garde about fiction that 
dispenses with plot, character de¬ 
velopment and motivation. T

wood’s most curious careers. He 
got his start acting in Biograph 
films in 1913 and directing at Mu¬ 
tual in 1915, but is remembered 
today mostly for later works, such 
as the Bela Lugosi Dracula (1931) 
and the still-provocative Freaks 
(1932). 


This well-researched biogra¬ 
phy tracks Browning from his 
early days in the South to his slow, 
alcohol-abetted decline following 
the release of Freaks. His heyday 
was the ’20s, when he teamed 
with Lon Chaney on several pic¬ 
tures that “explored their mutual 
interest in themes of boiling sexu¬ 
al frustration and concomitant, 
visceral revenge.” 

If Freaks and other Browning 
flicks seem like anomalies during 
the generally tasteful reign of Irv¬ 
ing Thalberg at MGM, they were, 
though Skal and Savada note that 
the “boy wonder” producer in 
backing Browning’s pictures had, 
“in essence, recognized the prof¬ 
itability of Hollywood assuming 
the role of moral good cop and 
bad cop, playing not only to the 
public’s appetite for extravagant 
sex fantasy but to its puritanical 
resistance as well.” Browning rode 
this wave to some success before 
tastes changed and his personal 
demons overtook him. 

Flesh and Blood: The National 
Society of Film Critics on Sex, 
Violence and Censorship edited 
by Peter Keough; Mercury 
House, $16.95 

i ew topics are hotter these 
days than the effects of sex 
and violence in the movies 
on American society. The 
reviews in Flesh and Blood, most¬ 
ly of films of fairly recent vintage, 
collectively chart the contempo¬ 
rary debate. Particularly thought¬ 
ful are Hal Hinson’s essay “In De¬ 
fense of Violence: Why Movie 
Murder and Mayhem May Not Be 
So Bad” and Michael Wilming¬ 
ton’s “Too Much Sex and Vio¬ 
lence?” Morris Dickstein’s “The 
Aesthetics of Fright” examines the 
elements of the horror cinema and 


puts the genre into historical and 
literary context. 

Noted film theorists Bob Dole 
and Bill Bennett were careful to 
keep their hands off staunch Re¬ 
publican Arnold Scwarzenegger’s 
product, but in “The Mother- 
Whore Dilemma in True Lies ” 
Jami Bernard makes a compelling 
case that, at least in the sexual 
realm, director James Cameron re¬ 
ally didn’t denigrate women, 
specifically female lead Jamie Lee 
Curtis. Her Helen is sassy, re¬ 
sourceful and, notes Bernard, “is 
able to fulfill Harry’s 
(Schwarzenegger’s) fantasies 
without really buying into them.” 
This, Bernard claims, “is why 
True Lies doesn’t turn off its fe¬ 
male audience.” 

The movies’ ultimate role in 
shaping societal behavior - as op¬ 
posed to reflecting prevailing atti¬ 
tudes - is hard to discern, but is 
likely nowhere near as pivotal as 
some scapegoaters would like to 
think. After briefly discussing the 
loosening of censorship in the 
1960s, Wilmington points out that 
“the staggering real-life violence 
of the ’60s” came not from the 
films but from “the Vietnam war... 
the massive proliferation of 
firearms, the spread of the crimi¬ 
nal syndicate and its satellite drug 
industry. 

“... Wasn’t the sexual revolu¬ 
tion the result of the birth control 



pill and more effective contracep¬ 
tion? Is any historian of the future 
going to spend more than a few 
seconds evaluating the contribu¬ 
tions of Psycho or The Wild Bunch 
- or all the decade’s violent and 
sexy movies put together - in all 
this?” 

These and other observations 
in Flesh and Blood provide need¬ 
ed perspective. One needn’t agree 
with the various critics’ assess¬ 
ments of popular favorites to ac¬ 
knowledge that the representation 
of taboo subjects is far more com¬ 
plex than knee-jerk social com¬ 
mentators of all political stripes let 
on. ▼

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Season of Joy 
and Sorrow 


A s we plunge headlong into 
what is supposed to be a 
joyous season, more than 
a few of us are feeling 
less than merry as we remember 
some of the good friends we’ve re¬ 
cently lost. The perception on De¬ 
cember 30, 1989, was that we 
were heading into the gay ’90s, 
but at the decade’s halfway mark, 
it’s obvious that the ’90s have 
been anything but gay. 

I don’t mean to be maudlin or 
to bring people down, but the 
deaths of so many great, kind, 
dedicated leathermen in such a 
short time has been devastating to 
our community and to others 
across the country. All these guys 
were friends of yours and mine. 

Within the past two weeks 
alone in San Francisco we’ve lost 
four important leathermen: Michel 
Coin, a would-be leather title- 
holder; John Wood, a brilliant 
lay-out artist who worked his 
magic at both Drummer and the 
B.A.R.-, my longtime friend Tucker 
Finn, a driving force behind sever¬ 
al Shades Project benefits; and for¬ 
mer emperor Michael Bowman, 
prominent leatherman, fundraising 
activist and popular bar manager. 

Seattle’s leather community 
suffered a big loss recently with 
the departure of Evan Lozon, Mr. 
Washington State Leather 1991.1 
last saw him in Seattle in April, 
when I went there to judge a con¬ 
test for the title he’d won earlier. 
He was such a charming leather- 
man. Evan loved San Francisco 
and San Francisco loved him. 

Heading South, Richard 
Reynolds, long a driving force in 
San Diego’s leather community, 
passed over recently, plunging 
San Diego’s leather community 
into despair. Only a few days later, 
that vibrant community lost Mark 
Klein, former Mr. Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Drummer, who also suc¬ 
cumbed to AIDS. Until he could 
no longer work, Mark was the 
manager of Wolf’s. 

A few days before that, Wayne 
Griffin, owner of the popular 
Wayne’s Leather Rack in Los An¬ 
geles, also left us for that great 
leather pasture in the sky. Wayne 
outfitted more International Mr. 
Leathers than anyone in the biz. 
and even a few of the Internation¬ 
al Ms. Leathers. He was generous 
to a fault and donated tons of 
leather gear and gift certificates to 
fundraising causes. 

Bill Gooch, Mr. Northern Cali¬ 
fornia Drummer 1991, left Sacra¬ 
mento’s leather community in a 
state of sadness when he passed 
two weeks ago. The memorial ser¬

vice in his honor was held last Sat¬ 
urday, December 9. Bill was a 
no-nonsense leatherman who al¬ 
ways got the job done. Respected 
throughout Northern California, 
Bill was as close to the true image 
of a Drummer man as you could 
get. 

Each of the aforementioned 
guys wore their leathers and the 
Leather Pride pin with distinction. 
They contributed their time, ener¬ 
gy and expertise generously to 
fundraising efforts and in doing so 
enhanced the image of the 
leather/SM community. Each was 
dedicated to helping others and 
added prideful luster to his chosen 


lifestyle and to our tribe. It would 
be impossible for me to estimate 
exactly how much love and caring 
were expended by these guys. 
They worked the trenches, mostly 
behind the scenes, insuring that 
goals were met. These guys cared 
little for the spotlight. You didn’t 
hear them boasting of “I did this” 
or “I did that” or “I raised this 
much.” Their inner reward was the 
satisfaction of knowing they’d ac¬ 
complished their tasks with dis¬ 
tinction. 

As we head into the holiday 
season, we can be guaranteed that 
our leather tribe will continue to 
distinguish itself. If only in the
